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The Catalogue of the Minister's 

Library in the Collegiate 

Church of Tong. 

HE Collegiate Church of 
Tong confifts of a nave 
with aifles, a chancel, and 
a central octagonal tower 
with a low fpire. It was princi- 
pally built during the reign of Henry 
IV. , and is a pure and beautiful ex- 
ample of the early perpendicular. 
To this date alfo belong the fouth 
porch, and the veftry attached to the 
north fide of the chancel. In this 
latter portion of the building the 
Minifter's Library is depofited. The 
chapel called the Golden, from its 
elaborate ornamentation, is of the 
lateft period of Gothic, and has a 
(lone roof, all the other roofs of the 
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church being timber, A more ela- 
borate notice of this building will be 
found in the fecond volume of the 
Archaeological x Journal, contributed 
by the Rev. J. L. Petit. 

The early hiftory of Tong Church 
will be found in the fecond volume of 
Rev. Robert W. Ey ton's Antiquities 
of Sbropjhire. It was founded, en- 
dowed, and beftowed on Shrewfbury 
Abbey, within eight years of the 
Doomfday, a. d. i 096, by Earl Roger 
de Montgomery, It continued in the 
poflejflion of that houfe till the advow- 
fon was purqhafed by Ifabel, widow 
of Sir Fulk de Pembruge, by royal 
licenfe of King HenrylV., the patent 
bearing date the 25th of Nov. 1410. 
The new foundation included a war- 
den, four chaplains, priefts, and two 
clerks, with an hofpital for thirteen 
poor perfon$. The church being de- 
dicated to St. Bartholomew the Apo- 
ftle. Since that time the advowfon 
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has ; been held in fucceffion by the 
nobles and knights who have pof- 
fefled the lordfhip. It is now the 
property q£ the Earl of Bradford. 

" If there be a place in Shrop- 
shire*" Mr. Eyton remarks, ** calcu- 
lated alike to impreis the moralift, 
to in/tract the antiquary, and interest 
the hiftorian, that place is Tong. 
It was for centuries , the abode or 
heritage of men, great either for their 
wifdom ,or their virtues, eminent 
either from their ftation or their mif- 
fortunes. The retrofpeft of their 
annals alternates between the palace 
and the feudal caftle, between the 
halls of Weftminfter and the coun- 
cil-chamber, of princes, between the 
battle-field, the dungeon, and the 
grave. The hiftory of the Lords of 
this Manor is in fadl the biography 
of princes and prelates, earls and ba- 
rons, ftatefmen, generals, and jurifts. 
Thefe are the great names and remi- 
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nifcences with which the place is 
aflbciated — the Saxon Earls of Mer- 
cia, brave, patient, and moft unfor- 
tunate ; vi&ims of inexorable pro- 
grefs : then their three Norman fuc- 
ceflbrs, one wife and politic, another 
chivalrous and benevolent, the laft 
madly ambitious and monftroufly 
cruel ; — then the Majefty of England 
reprefented by Henry I., a prince 
who, in ability for ruling, almoft 
equalled his father, and has been fur- 
pafled by none of his fucceffors ; — 
then the fumptuous and vice-regal 
pride of De Belmeis, bifhop, general, 
ftatefman, and withal very prieft ; — 
his collateral heirs with their various 
and wide-fpread interefts, dim in the 
diftance or time, but traceable to a 
common origin; — the adventurous 
genius and loyal faith of Brittany re- 
prefented by La Zouche ; tales of the 
ofcillating favouritifm and murder- 
ous treachery of King John ;— over- 
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weening ambition, and faddeft mis- 
fortune chronicled in the name of De 
Braofe ; — a Harcourt mifcalculating 
the figns of his times, and ruined by 
the error ;— a race of Pembruges, 
whofe rapid fucceflion tells of youth, 
and hope, and the early grave ; — 
then the open-handed and mag- 
nificent Vernons ; — laftly, Stanley, 
a name truly Englifh, and ever ho- 
nourable in Englifh ears, yet for one 
of whom, Sir Edward Stanley, father 
of the beautiful Venetia, LadyDigby, 
it was fated to add a laft flower to this 
chaplet of anceftral memories, to cut 
fhort the aflbciations which five cen- 
turies had grouped round this fair in- 
heritance." l " Sir Edward Stanley, 
having only daughters, fold this Ma- 
nor of Tong to Thomas Harris, fer- 
geant-at-law, afterwards knight and 
baronet. Elizabeth, daughter of Sir 
Thomas Harris, married William

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Pierrepoint, fecond fon of Robert, 
Earl of Kingflon. Her fon Gervafe 
became Lord Pierrepoint, who was 
the founder of the Minifler's Library. 
By indentures, dated 23rd Odober, 
1 697, Gervafe, Lord Pierrepoint, co- 
venants that the minifter fhould enjoy 
a chamber in Tong Cattle, as the 
fame was then fumifhed with books 
and prefles, together with the ufe of 
the faid books which were to be in- 
ferted in a catalogue. And the faid 
Lord Pierrepoint did grant an an- 
nuity of 300/. a year to the tru flees, 
to be paid to them fo often as the 
books mould be taken away, or want- 
ing, and could not be enjoyed by the 
faid minifter, and fo often as the 
owner of Tong fhould not make good 
fuch books fo taken away, and that, 
fubjeft to the fupplying fuch books fo 
taken away, the truftees fhould return 
the overplus to the owner of Tong. ,,f 
In 1725, the Duke of Kingflon

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grants to the Minifter and his fuo 
ceflbrs for ever a houfe lately built 
by him with a room for a library. It 
is probable that the collection above 
mentioned was fubfequently trans- 
ferred to the Veftry, as being more 
generally acceflible to the Curates of 
Tong. Gervafe, Lord Pierrepoint, is 
interred in a vault under the com- 
munion-rail ; and on a brafs plate, on 
the floor at the foot of the altar, is 
the following infcription : — " The 
Right Honourable Gervais, Lord 
Pierpoint, Baron Pierpoint of Han- 
flope in the County of Bucks, and 
Baron Pierpoint of Arglafs in the 
Kingdom of Ireland, departed this 
life, May the 22nd, 1 71 5, in the 66th 
year of his age." 

The monuments in Tong Church 
are fuch as can be found in few edi- 
fices of equal fcale and pretention. 
The munificent Pembruges, and the 
magnificent Vernons in their habit as 
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they lived, muft always attradt the 
vifitor's attention. C€ One of thefe 
monuments is embellished by an or- 
nament higher than architecture or 
heraldry could fupply — a verfe, its 
epitaph, written by Shakefpeare. I 
may hardly thus allude to it without 
giving it. It is as follows : — 

' Not Monumental Stone preferves our 

frame, 
Nor (ky-afpiring Pyramids our name ; 
The Memory of him for whom this (lands 
Shall outlive marble, and Defacers' hands ; 
When all to Time's confumption (hall be 

given, 
Stanley, for whom this ftands, (hall ftand in 

Heaven.' 

Sir William Dugdale, in his vifita- 
tion of Shropshire, fays pofitively 
that this epitaph was written by 
Shakefpeare. Probably, however, it 
was an early effort of the poet's ge- 
nius; for Sir Thomas Stanley, to 
whofe memory it was written, died 
in December, 1576, when Shake- 
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fpeare was hot yet thirteen yfears of 
age." Mr. Eyton thinks that the other 
verfes on the fame tomb were by an 
inferior hand, though in imitation of 
the former, and poffibly in praife of 
Sir Edward Stanley, the fon .of Sir 
Thomas, who is mentioned as one 
who " lyes here," whereas Sir Tho- 
masStanleyisfaid to have been buried 
not at Tong, but at Walthamftow, 
in Effei. 3 

Tong Caftle, as it appeared in the 
time of the Duke of King ft on, may 
be feen in the engraving by Samuel 
and Nathaniel Buck, in their views 
of the caftles and abbeys of England. 
The lapfe of time, and fubfequent 
dilapidations, or removal of many of 
the buildings there reprefented, ren- 
der their work of great intereft and 
value. An inftance occurs to me 
in the neighbouring Abbey Church 
of Li lie {hall, where the central arch

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then ftanding, has fince fallen in — an 
event which is faid to have occurred 
about the clofe of the laft century. 
The prefent building was the work 
of George Durant, Efq., about the 
year 1760, and may be cited as a 
remarkable example of the effedt 

Eroduced by the alteration of an old 
oufe, when the proprietor is his 
own architect. It has been defcribed 
as a (lately and noble pile of Gothic 
and Moorifli architecture ; and a very 
good view of it, as well as of the 
Church and Golden Chapel, were an- 
nexed to the illuftrated particulars of 
fale ifliied by MefTrs. Driver in 1 855, 
The refult of that fale was the pur- 
chafe of the eftate by the Earl of 
Bradford, who, having thus annexed 
it to his manfion of Wefton Hall, the 
feparate hiftory of Tong may be faid 
to have concluded. The reftoration 
of the Collegiate Church has been 
the fubjeft of much con fide ration, 
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and may well form the appropriate 
objedt of pecuniary contribution from 
all who can appreciate its intereft and 
its beauty. 

The ruins of the hofpital, founded 
by I fab el de Pembruge, adjoin the 
church, but new almshouses have 
been eredted in its ftead in the vil- 
lage. When the means of loco- 
motion were few, and the fources of 
information fcanty, the local library 
argues a degree of intelligence and 
refinement unknown in other and lefs 
favoured diftri&s. Whenever we 
find churches in fuch clofe proximity 
as thofe of Donnington and Tong, we 
may infer that the people had need 
of them in the early days of their 
foundation, and that confequently the 
diftrid: in which they are found was 
one of the earlieft to enjoy the blef- 
fings of religion, and the benefits of 
learning. Whoever has admired the 
noble towers which rife in the vale 
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of Taunton, or the graceful fpires 
which adorn Northamptonshire, need 
hardly be told that thefe were among 
the moft favoured diftridts of Eng- 
land. Shropfhire, too, may vie with 
Yorkshire in the extent and import- 
ance of its monaftic remains', attefling 
its early civilization and its incrcafing 
power. It were much to be wifhed 
that the members of the Philobiblon 
Society, or fome other equally com- 
petent perfons who may be refident 
in or palling through the country, 
fhould take notice of thofe parochial 
or other libraries which may fall 
under their notice, and furnifh fuch 
accounts to this M ifcellany. In this 
manner fome approximation may be 
made to a hiftory of the Parochial 
Libraries of England, and fome ac- 
count obtained of their contents. At 
prefetit the notices of fuch collections 
are fcattered through the long feries 
of the " Gentleman's Magazine," or 
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are to be fought in the motley pages 
of " Notes and Queries/' By this 
means many of thefe libraries might 
be refcued from negledt, and reftored 
to ufefulnefs. A clergyman long re- 
fident in the neighbourhood has af- 
fured me that he frequently fpent 
feveral hours in the yeftry among the 
books at Tong ; that he borrowed 
a treatife on Ariftotle's Ethics, and 
alfo referred to the Examen Concilii 
Tridentini. " But," he adds, " I 
often confulted the Councils, and I 
was at the pains to collate with them 
a fcarce work called Summa Concilia 
or urn, by Caranza, and re-edited by 
Francifcus Sylvius, S.T.D., who was 
Regius Profeflbr in the Univerfity of 
Douay in 1639, printed at Douay in 
1659. My volume is a vade me cum, 
a thick duodecimo, and, for all ufeful 
purpofes, contains the pith of the 
thirty-feven volumes at Tong." This 
collection of Councils is indeed the

chief feature of the Minifter's Li- 
brary, which appears to have been 
collected within a limited period, and 
to have received no fubfequent addi- 
tions. 

The books have retained their 
original bindings of calf; but the fet 
of Councils may be eafily diftin- 
guifhed by its vellum covering. 

The bibliographer will look in 
vain for any work of furpaffing in- 
tereft; but the curious reader may 
find in thefe pages a faithful account 
of what was then confidered a ufeful 
library of reference for the theolo- 
gical ftudent.

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Notice of Anquetil du Perron 

and the Fire Worfluppers 

of India. 

DEBT of juftice is due to 
Anquetil du Perron from 
an Englifh pen. There 
are few inftances in the 
annals of literature in which greater 
devotion to the caufe of letters has 
been mown, greater difficulties over- 
come, or greater philobiblical remits 
achieved, than in the cafe of the 
tranflator of the Zend-Avefta. The 
diicovery and tranflation of works in 
tongues unintelligible to Europe, and 
dating from a remote antiquity, are 
fervices of no light fignificance. 
Moreover, the affiliation of feme of 
the do&rines of Chriftianity from 
the creed of the Fire Worfluppers, 
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which is aflerted by many modern 
theologians, depends on a knowledge 
of the Zend and Pehlvi manufcripts, 
made known to Europe by Anquetil. 
Above all, the ethnological problem 
of the connedion between the Indo- 
European races, of the relation which 
binds together Indians, Perfians, 
Greeks, Romans, Slavonians, and 
probably Celts, has much light thrown 
upon it by the refcue of two languages, 
the one fpoken probably fome cen- 
turies previous to Darius Hyftafpes, 
the other inthe timeof Ardefliir Babe- 
gan, a.d. 226. Yet, when Anquetil 
returned to Europe, after a fix years' 
refidence in India, with a hundred 
and eighty ancient manufcripts, and 
his tranflation of the Zend-Avefta, 
or facred books of the Parfis, he was 
received by the orientalists and fcho- 
lars of England with one (hout of 
derifion. It is poflible that fome 
lively fallies by the young Frenchman 
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againft the Dons of Oxford, whither 
he had proceeded to collate the ma- 
nufcript of the Vendidod Sode, may 
have provoked reprifals, but nothing 
can juftify the want of courtefy and 
unfair criticifm difplayed by Sir Wil- 
liam Jones, in his Lettre a Monfieur 
A . • Du P . . . dans laquelle eft com- 
pris Fexamen defa traduction des Ivores 
attribues a Zoroaftre* Modern ori- 
entalifts have pafled a fummary and 
unanimous judgment on this angry 
pamphlet/ but Sir William Jones at 
the time took great credit for his 
French eflay ; and, writing to his 
friend Ravickfi, in Dec. 177 1, ob- 
ferves of it, " conturbavi nationem gal- 
lic am" So true, however, is the old 
Englilh proverb, that " if much dirt 
is thrown ibme will furely ftick," it 
will be found that the notices of An-

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quetil Du Perron in Englifh litera- 
ture are much tinged with the falfe 
colouring which Jones's zeal for Alma 
Mater provoked him to apply to this 
oriental traveller.

Abraham Hyacynthe Anquetil, 

who added (I know not why ; certainly 
from no landed eftate) Du Perron to 
his name, was born at Paris Dec. 7, 
1731, and was younger brother of 
the voluminous hiftorian of the fame 
name. He fludied at the Univerfity of 
Paris, where he learned Hebrew; and 
having been noticed by the comte de 
Caylus, bifhop of Auxerre, that pre- 
late fent him to Amerfort, near 
Utrecht, where he applied himfelf to 
Arabic and Perfian. That Dutch 
eftablifhment was chiefly frequented 
by ftudents of the oriental languages 
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who aimed at interpreterfhips in the 
Levant ; but as Anquetil had no am- 
bition for that line, nor for the church, 
in which M. de Caylus probably de- 
fired to enlift him, he returned to 
Paris, where he renewed his ftudies 
at the Biblioth&que du Roi. One 
day, on turning over the oriental 
manufcripts, he fell in with a few 
leaves in the Zend language of the 
Vendidad Sadi> and he determined at 
once to go to India, in order to learn 
the language and obtain the entire 
work. His projedt was warmly fup- 
ported by the Abbe Bartl^my, M. de 
Caylus, and fome other favans of dis- 
tinction, who, by their influence with 
Government, obtained for him the 
promife of a free paflage to India, 
and a fmall annual allowance. 

He was difappointed, however, in 
obtaining a berth, as the Government 
(hipping was at that period wholly 
occupied by tranfporting troops to 
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India, to fupport the conteft then 
raging between the French and Eng- 
lifli Eaft India Companies. Nothing 
daunted, however, the young Anque- 
til, without communicating with any 
one, enlifted as a private in one of 
the regiments deftined for the Eaft ; 
and putting two or three books and 
a cafe of mathematical inftruments 
into his knapfack, he inarched with 
his corps to L'Orient, the port of em- 
barcation. His Paris patrons, how- 
ever, having learned his deftination, 
procured his difcharge from the ranks, 
and the Eaft India Company gave 
him a free paflage in one of their 
veflels bound to Pondicherry. He 
failed on the 7th of February, 1755, 
and landed on the 1 oth of Auguft in 
the fame year. India, with its Eu- 
ropean population wholly abforbed 
either in money making or official 
routine, has never been much ad- 
dicted to letters ; but a Paris feuille- 
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tonift at the diggings in Auftralia 
could not be more out of place now 
than was Anquetil at Pondicherry in 
the year 1756* At that period the 
ftruggle for fupremacy in India be- 
tween the French and Englifli was 
at its hotteft, and we may eafily con- 
ceive the contempt which the camp 
companions of Dupleix, Law, and 
de Bully, would evince towards a 
youth from Paris who only inquired 
after inicriptions and roanufcripts. 
Accordingly, at the age of twenty- 
four, Anquetil found himfelf alone, 
as it were, in Afia, his letters of in- 
troduction to the Governor unread, 
or unnoticed ; . his moderate govern- 
ment allowance of 61. a month un- 
paid, and no. door open to him either 
for ftudy or focial intercourfe. 

He remained about eighteen months 
at Pondicherry, where his good looks 
and lively temper appear to have ul- 
timately fecured him an agreeable 
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footing in fociety ; but thinking that 
he was wafting his time, he deter- 
mined to fail for Chandernagore, the 
French fcttlement in Bengal. He 
there joined the camp of M. Law; 
but either from his own peculiarities 
of temper, or from the military pre- 
judices againft zpekin, he did not get 
on well with the officers ; fo he de- 
termined to make his way back to 
Pondicherry, and thence obtain a paf- 
fage to Surat, where he had heard 
from the French fadtory that facili- 
ties might be afforded him for ob- 
taining a knowledge of the Zend- 
Avefta. But Pondicherry was ten or 
twelve hundred miles, by land, from 
the French camp in Bengal; the 
route had never been traverfed by a 
European ; it was in May, the hotteft 
month of the year ; the intervening 
country was in great part jungle, well 
flocked with tigers ; fierce hoftilities 
were raging in other parts of the 
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route between the French and Eng- 
lish ; and Anquetil was nearly pen- 
nilefs : neverthelefs, he determined 
to fet out, and actually accomplifhed 
this adventurous journey, on foot % ac- 
companied by one porter to carry his 
(lender kit. He commenced his pe- 
rilous march on the 5 th of May, and 
reached Pondicherry on the 10th of 
Auguft, having fafely extricated him- 
felf from divers exciting adventures, 
— of hunger, robbery, imprifonment, 
and attempted aflaflination. At Pon- 
dicherry he found his brother, who 
had been juft appointed fecond in 
command at the French factory at 
Surat, and they took fail together for 
that fettlement. A. du Perron, how- 
ever, landed at Mah^ on the Malabar 
coaft, and thence proceeded by land to 
the Jewifli fettlement at Cochin, to 
Goa, to Aurungabad, to the caves of 
Ellora,and through Kand^fh to Surat. 
Arrived, in May, 1758, at the place 
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of hisdeftination, which at that period 
was the chief feat of the Parfis,onFire 
Worflrippers of India, he applied 
himfelf with the greatcft diligence 
to inquiries after the ancient Zend 
works. By his connexion with the 
French factory he was able; after 
much difficulty and a liberal expen- 
diture of money, to prevail on two 
learned Parfi priefts, acquainted with 
Zend and Pehlvi, to initiate him 4 in 
thofe languages, inftru&ion in which 
no European had hitherto ever been 
able to prevail on that feft to im- 
part. He devoted three years to his 
ftudies ; and from the favings of his 
(lender income, which at no time 
exceeded two thoufand livres per an- 
num, he purchafed the valuable Zend 
and Pehlvi collection which is now 
in the Imperial Library at Paris. 

He does not appear to have made 
himfelf mafter of the vernacular lan- 
guage of his Parfi inftrudors, Guj- 
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rati, and he appears to have com* 

municated with them in modem Per- 

fian, which a hundred years ago was 

much more the linguajranca of India 

than it . is no>v. His itiidies were 

brought to a premature dofe by-a 

rencounter in the ftreetp of Swat 

with a furious Frenchman, who at* 

tacked him (Word in baud, $hd gave 

him five wounds, but Anquetil fuc* 

ceeded in laying him dead at Jus feet, 

As he fupprefles the Jadt altogether 

in the perfonal memoir prefixed to 

his tranflation of the Zend-Avefla*' 

we may fufped; that foroe affair of 

gallantry was at the bottom of it. 

He was compelled, however, to feel^ 

the protection of the£ngli& fa#oiry, 

which received him with great hof- 

pitality, although the Englifli and 

French were thea at War; and he 

ultimately obtained a paflage in one 

of the Eaft India Company's fhips 

to Europe. Anquetil's misfortunes, 
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however, did not ceafe on landing at 
Portfmouth, for as the Indiaman in 
which he arrived brought feveral 
French prifoners, Anquetil was claffc 
ed amongft the latter, and was con- 
veyed to the gaol at Winchefter. On 
communicating with Government, 
however, the miftake was fpeedily 
re&ified, and he was allowed to vifit 
the Bodleian and Radcliffe Libraries, 
Oxford, in order to collate his manu- 
fcripts with the fragments there pre- 
ferved. In 1771 he publiftied his 
work called Zend-Avefta, three vols. 
4to., the firft volume of which con- 
tains a minute narrative of the fix 
years fpent in India. 

The latter days of this remarkable 
man were not lefs checkered than 
thofe of his youth. Eledted a mem- 
ber of the Academy of Infcriptions, 
he contributed papers from time to 
time on oriental fubjedts ; but whe- 
ther from having acquired a love 
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for hard (hip by his penurious life in 
India, or from a natural turn for af- 
ceticifm, he fturdily refufed the pen- 
fion of fix thoufand francs a year 
which Louis XVI. conferred on him 
as a meritorious man of letters, and 
he contented himfelf with the fmall 
{alary which he enjoyed as Editor of 
the Journal of the Academy. On the 
breaking out of the Revolution he 
loft even this falary, and from thence- 
forward lived entirely alone, without 
fire, and on an expenditure of two- 
pence a day. In an eflay on the 
Ouprek-hat, he writes of himfelf as 
follows : 

" Du pain avec du fromage le tout valant 
€( quatre ious de France ou le deuxieme d'une 
" roufie et de l'eau du puits, voili ma nourri- 
"ture journaliere; je vis fans feu metne en 
cc hiver ; je couche fans draps, fans lit de plume j

" je fubfifte de mes travaux litteraires, fans re- 
€ft venu, fans traitement, fans place ; je n'ai ni 
(( femme ni enfans, ni domeftiques ; prive de 
<( biens, exempt auffi des liens de ce monde, 
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" feuls abfolument libre 9 mais tres ami de tous les 
c( homines et furtout des gens de probite, dans 
(( cet etat faifant une rude guerre a mes (ens, je 
" triomphe des attraits du monde, ou je les m6- 
u prife : afpirant avec ardeur et des efforts con- 
"tinuels vers PEtre fupreme et parfait, peu 
(( eloigne but, j 'attends avec impatience la dif- 
a fohition de mon corps." — Pp. 166, 167. 

To fuch ftraits of poverty was he 
reduced, that alms were frequently 
tendered him in the ftreet ; and on 
one occafion even by an intimate 
friend, who had failed to recognize 
him. Neverthelefs, this poverty was 
wholly voluntary, for he refufed a 

}>enfion from the Committee of Pub- 
ic Inflrudtion with as much churltfh- 
nefs as he had refufed the royal grant. 
It is pleating to learn, however, that 
nothing of avarice accompanied, as 
is fo frequently the cafe, this volun- 
tary felf-denial. Whilft in receipt 
of his falary he beftowed two-thirds 
of it in charity. He died Jan. 17, 
1805, aged 74. 
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II. 

Until the appearance of AnquetiTs 
tranflation of the Zend-Avefta, the 
works attributed to Zoroafter were 
wholly unknown to fcholars, although 
fome Zend manufcripts had previ- 
oufly reached Europe. The religion 
of the ancient Perfians has always 
been a fubjedt of literary curiofity, 
and the learned Hyde, in his Hijioria 
Religionis Veterum P erf arum eorumque 
Mag or urn, which appeared in 1700, 
has told all that can be gleaned re- 
fpedting the celebrated fire worfhip 
from claffical, as well as Arabic and 
Perfian, fources. But Dr. Hyde was 
unacquainted with the Zend and 
Pehlvi languages, in which the Zo- 
roaftrian liturgies are compofed, al- 
though fome manufcripts in thofe 
tongues were contained in his col- 
lection. Mr. Bourchier, a civil fer- 
vant of the Eaft India Company, 

s 
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obtained from fome Parfis at Surat, 
in 171 8, a copy of the Vendiddd Sdde y 
which was afterwards depofited in 
the Bodleian Library, and it was the 
fight of a few leaves traced from this 
manufcript which ftimulated A. Du 
Perron to his Indian expedition. 
Another civil fervant of the Eaft In- 
dian Service, Mr. Frafer, author of 
the Life of Thomas Kouli Khan, 
proceeded fome years after to Surat, 
in order to profecute inquiries into 
the old Perfian religion ; but although 
he fiicceeded in acquiring fome ma* 
nufcripts, the Parfis obftinatcly re* 
fifted all his endeavours to acquire 
any knowledge of their holy tongues. 
The lively controverfy which the 
appearanceofAnquetil'sZend-Avefia 
excited appears to have left fcholars 
much in doubt whether the Zend 
language had not been formed arti- 
ficially from the Sanfcrit by fome 
Parfi prieft in the fixteenth century, 
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at a period when, under the tolerant 
Akbar, religious fpeculations were 
much in vogue, and fimilar literary 
exploits were undoubtedly achieved. 
But the journey of Raflc, the learned 
Danifh orientalift, to India, in the 
early part of this century, for the 
purpofe of philological inquiry, and 
the ineftimable collection of Zend 
and Pehlvi manufcripts which he 
then procured, and which are now in 
the Royal Library at Copenhagen, 
have furnithed materials for a judg- 
ment which feems to be unanimous 
amongft fcholars as to the undoubted 
antiquity both of Zend and Pehlvi, 
and as to each having been in its 
time a fpoken language. The la- 
mented Burnouf, whofe maftery of 
the Sanfcrit and Pali eminently fitted 
him for the tafk, fucceeded Rafk as 
an inveftigator of the Zend remains ; 
and his Commentaire fur le Yaffta, 
1833-35, 2 vols. 4 to., and Etudes fur 



20 Anquetil du Perron and 

la Langue et fur les textes Zends, 
8vo., 1 840-50, have formed the folid 
groundwork for all fubfequent Zend 
ft u dies. 

The zeal with which continental 
philologers are now profecuting in- 
quiries in that branch of ftudy, firft 
ftruck out by Anquetil, is well denoted 
by the faft that at this moment three 
diftind editions are in the courfe of 
publication of the Zend and Pehlvi 
works, in France, Germany, and 
Denmark. I fubjoin their titles : —

Dr. WeftergaarcTs firft volume, 
which is all that has yet appeared, 
contains a very inftru&ive introduc- 
tion, as does alfo that of Dr. Spiegel, 
on the Zend and Pehlvi languages, 
and the period of compofition of the 
works which have come down to 
us. I have not feen the work of M. 
Thonnelier. 



III. 

It may perhaps be permitted me to 
fay a few words on the remnant of 
the people of Xerxes and Darius who 
are located in India, and amongft 
whom I lived for fome years. The 
fire worfhippers in Perfia are dimi- 
nishing daily, and in a generation or 
two will probably be extinft. Wefter- 
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gaard, who vifited Yeft and Kirman 
in 1843, found about 1000 families 
in the firft town, and 100 in the 
latter. But fince that period they 
have been fubjeded to a perfecution 
of the harfheft kind, fo that great 
numbers have fled for their lives to 
the mountains. On the Weftern 
coaft of India, on the other hand, and 
efpecially in Bombay, they are ex- 
ceedingly fiourifhing; they amount 
in the latter city alone to one hundred 
thoufand in number, and as a vigorous 
race they are likely to flourish and 
increafe, as long as a (table govern- 
ment is eftablifhed in the Eaft. 

According to their own traditions 
they arrived in India foon after the 
fubverfion of the Saflanide dynafty 
by the Caliphs, a.d. 651, and were 
driven from Perfia by Mahomedan 
perfecution. Whether they brought 
their women with them, or whether 
they intermarried with thole of the 
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country, does not appear; but the 
former is probably the cafe, from the 
very marked phyfical type which 
they prefent to the Hindus amongft 
whom they have lived for many cen- 
turies. Indeed, Dr. Prichard's theory, 
that colour in the races of man is an 
accident attributable folely to degrees 
of latitude, receives no confirmation 
from the tinf of the Parfis, which is 
as different from that of the Hindus 
as the Rhone from the Soane. The 
lame may be affirmed of the colony 
of the Jews at Cochin, who are as 
fair as their brethren of Damafcus 
or Europe, although they have been 
located on the Malabar coaft for pro- 
bably fifteen centuries. 

The fire worfhippcrs of Perfia are 
defcribed by Lady Shiel, in a recent 
work, as the pooreft, word looking, 
and ftupideft of the whole popula- 
tion. The Parfis of India, on the 
contrary, are a well built, athletic, 
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vigorous race. Another female ob- 
ferver, Lady Callcott (Anna Maria 
Graham), who muft be admitted to 
be firft-rate authority on the fubjeft, 
pronounces them vulgar in appear- 
ance ; and it is true that they do not 
poflefs either the elegant ariftocratic 
forms of the Hindus, or the high 
breeding of the Mahomedans; but 
as a pufhing, intelligent race, un- 
fhackled by prejudice,* and adapting 
themfelves readily to European habits 
and fpcculations, they are equalled by 
none in Afia, except per naps the 
Chinefe. The charaderiftics of the 
Parfis, founded on their aggrcffive 
nature, and ftalwart forms, are well 
illuftrated by the cuftom in the com- 
mercial community of Bombay ,where 
all the Hindoo merchants retain a 
Parfi in their eftablifhment, as a fort of 
bull-dog to colled outftanding debts. 
As a commercial body, however, the 
Parfis are not thriving ; the decline 
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of Sural, which was formerly their 
principal feat, and the removal of the 
wealthier families to Bombay, have 
reduced the bulk of their community 
to great poverty. Even at Bombay, 
although their readier ammilation of 
European notions, and fewer reli- 
gious prejudices, have made them the 
moil prominent members of the na- 
tive Jociety, the wealth, with one or 
two exceptions, is not with them. 
The Hindu, with equal, if not fu- 
perior, talents for trade, but of far 
Ampler and even of penurious ha- 
bits, acquires a fortune, whilft the 
Parfi, obeying the promptings of a 
vigorous temperament, ipends freely, 
or, greatly daring, figures in the in- 
folvent court. The name of oneParfi 
millionaire, illuftratcd by iiicceflive 
grants of Knighthood and Baronetcy, 
is familiar to the Britifh public — 
Sir Jammedji Jijibhai. His great 
benefactions, amounting, it is laid, to 
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above 250,000/., have been deferv- 
edly lauded in the Englifh news- 
papers ; fortunate above others of his 
fellow-countrymen, who have made 
even greater Sacrifices 1 in the caufe 
of what they conceive to be duty, 
(the Indian dharma,) in having his 
attention directed to European infti- 
tutions, and in having faithful Grif- 
fiths as his chronicler in the daily 
prefs of a European community. 

The religion of the Parfis, accord- 
ing to the Rev. Dr. John Wilfon, 3 
has degenerated into a dry formal 
ceremonial ; and certainly nothing 
can appear more irreverent than the 
mode in which the Parfis are to be 
feen at funfet on the (hore of Bom- 
bay, jabbering over a ritual which 
they do not under (land. Their priefts 

2 When I was at Muttra, a Hindu mer- 
chant was building a temple, the coft of which 
was eftimated at eighty laks, or eight hundred 
thoufand pounds.

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are wholly without learning; not one 
of them in the prefent day is ac- 
quainted with the languages of their 
ancient liturgies, and they feem to 
carry no rclpedt with their commu- 
nity. I recoiled an illuftration of 
this in a cafe tried before me in the 
Supreme Court at Bombay where 
the validity of a Parfi will was in 
queftion. The inftrument had been 
attefted by three witnefies, one of 
whom was the family prieft of the 
deceafed. Great doubts were thrown 
on the genuinenefs of the docu- 
ment, but ftill there remained the fad 
of three apparently refpe&able wit- 
nefles. One witnefs, a Parfi of fome 
ftation, who impugned the will, gave 
plaufible reafons why two of the wit- 
nefles fliould not be believed; but 
when afked how he could get over the 
evidence of the family prieft, he re- 
plied : — 'He, he is only a Parfi Prieft/ 
(Safid pagriwala hai,) and would not 
vouchsafe another word; the an- 
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fwer, however, appeared conclusive 
in court, and earned great laughter. 
It might have been thought from 
thefe fads, from the European ten- 
dencies of this race, from the abfence 
of any idolatry in their religious fyf- 
tem, from the fmall Spiritual influence 
of their priefthood, that Chriftianity 
would have made greater way with 
them than with either Hindus or 
Mahomedans. Up to the prefent 
time it has not been (6 ; the influence 
of elders, the fpirit of adhefion which 
diftinguifhes a fmall caft, and attach- 
ment to old cuftoms, have kept the 
Partis Angularly banded together to 
ward off all attempts at converfion ; 
but the worn-out creed of Zoro- 
after does not appear to have vitality 
enough to laft much longer ; and if 
the liberal fyftem is introduced of 
admitting the natives of India to high 
offices of ftate, it may be fafely pre- 
dicted that the Partis will foon be- 
come thoroughly Europcanized. 
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,■ H]. ; : accompanying Elegies 
and other Poems of Donne 
are extracted from three 
MSS., two of which are 
in my own pouefiion, and the third 
in that of Mr. Monckton Milnes. 

The firft of thefc forms part of a 
copy of the firfl edition of the poet, 
that printed by M.. F. for John Mar- 
riott, in 1633, and was evidently in- 
corporated with the volume before 
it was placed for the firft time in the 
hands of the binder. It bears the 
name of Richard Swanley as its 
owner, and the date of 1 644 is ap- 
pended to his fignature. It contains, 
in addition to fome of the poems now 
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printed, feveral which have fince been 
added to fucceffive editions of Donne's 
works. 

The other MS. in my pofleffion 
is a fmall volume formerly in the 
colle&ion of the late Mr. Utterfon. 
It is all written in the fame hand, 
and contains a confiderable number 
of poems, mod of which have been 
printed ; the majority of them being 
the production of Donne, and the 
remainder of Francis Beaumont, Ben 
Jonfon, Dr. Corbet, and other poets 
of the fame date. 

The third, a very interefting MS., 
for the loan of which I am indebted 
to Mr. Monckton Milnes, is a col- 
lection of the fame defcription, but 
written in different hands. Much 
of it is in the autograph of Donne, 
and the volume bears the appearance 
of having been a common-place book, 
to which the fir ft drafts of many of 
his pieces were committed, and to 
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which his friends may be fuppofed 
to have occafionally contributed fome 
random rhymes after the manner 
of the writers in the German table- 
books of the period. It is inter- 
e fling to trace by means of this 
book the growth of fome of the 
Elegies afterwards given in a more 
perfcdt form to the world ; and it is 
not a little curious to find feveral of 
the fame poems in a like unfinifhed 
ftate in the fecond MS. to which I 
have alluded. 

Each of thefe three MSS. bears 
its part in teftifying to the authen- 
ticity of the poems, which upon 
their united and, in fome inftances, 
combined authority, I afcribe to 
Donne. 

I feel fure, after very accurate in- 
veftigation, that none of them have 
ever yet been printed in any edition 
of his works ; and I feel an almoft 
equal confidence that no claim can 
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be laid to them on behalf of any 
other author. 

A confidcrablc difficulty exifts in 
fixing the authorfhip of early poems, 
and a ftill greater in afcertaining the 
fad: of their being hitherto unpub- 
lished. The proverbially ungrateful 
labour of proving a negative refts 
upon the difcoverer, and is more 
arduous than will readily be believed 
by thofe who may not happen to have 
encountered it. 

Both thefe difficulties are much 
increafed by the practice which pre- 
vailed of handing poems about in ma- 
nufcript, either without the author's 
name, or with that name inferted 
upon doubtful authority. 1 Thus, for 

1 I have to exprefs my regret that I (hould 
have been led, on the faith of a MS. colledion 
of the kind here alluded to, to infert in the laft 
No. of the Philohihlon Mifcellanies two poems 
as the work of Daniel which I have ilnce dis- 
covered to be by Ben Jonfon. They form the 
3rd and 4th pieces of his " Eupheme," poems 
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inftance, in the fecond MS. under 
coniideration, the pretty fong from 
the Poetafter, 

a If I freely may difcover 
What would pleafe me in a lover," 

is given to Donne, while other poems 
by Ben Jonfon, as well as by Sir 
Walter Ralegh and Dr. Corbet, are 
inferted among thofe of Donne, with 
no clue to the author's name, and 
with nothing to fuggeft a fufpicion 
that they are not by the fame hand 
as the verfes in the midft of which 
they are found. 

I can only fay that I have exercifed 
a very fcrupulous care upon this 
point, and that I have ufed every ef- 
fort to avoid the chance of the poems 

dedicated to the memory of the Lady Venetia 
Digby. 

I can only hope that this error of the tran- 
scriber may have been the means of introducing 
to others, as well as to myfelf, fome very beau- 
tiful poems which are evidently but little known. 
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which I now offer to the members 
of the Philobiblon Society turning 
out to be the produdtion of fome 
author whofe works have eicaped my 
notice. 

' One alone of them has, to my 
knowledge, been printed; namely, 
that beginning 

u Abfence, hear my proteftation," 

which is to be found among the 
anonymous pieces in Davifbn's Po- 
etical Rhapfody. An imperfedt verfion 
of it is alfo to be found in a mifcellany 
called Wit rejtored, printed in 1658, 
and republished in 18 17. I now 
reftore it to its rightful owner, on 
the faith of the fecond of my MSS. 
In conclufion, I venture to exprefs 
my entire convidtion, which will, I 
think, be borne out by the opinion 
of all who are converfant with the 
very peculiar ftyle and verfification of 
Donne, that the transcribers of thefe 
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MSS. have not erred in affigning 
thefe poems to him. The lead works 
of an author who, though little ap- 
preciated in our day, ranked among 
the choiceft luminaries of his own, 
are worth preferring ; and fome of 
the verfes now printed may challenge 
comparifon with the beft of .the 
poems hitherto publifhed as his. I 
therefore truft that they will be ac- 
ceptable as a not uninterefting con- 
tribution to the works of a poet, 
who, whatever may have been his 
faults, and however he may have been 
deficient in fome of the higheft cha- 
racterises of the poetic mind, will 
always deferve attention for the keen- 
nefs of his wit, .and the exuberance 
of his fancy, — qualities in which he is 
perhaps without a rival, even among 
thofe Italians upon whofe fantaftic 
conceits he feems to have modelled 
his ftyle.

HE flaughtcr of the Hu- 
guenots, which began in 
Paris on the 22nd of Au- 
guft, 1572, and which 
continued with more or lefs atrocity 
for feveral weeks, both in the capital 
and in many provinces of France, 
gave birth to a confiderable number 
of pamphlets, which, having been 
paued from hand to hand in a period 
of general excitement, are now rarely 
to be met with in good condition, 
but are remarkable for their typo- 
graphy and found material when com- 
}>ared with fimilar productions in 
ater times. As I happen to poffefs 
feveral of the moft remarkable, and 
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alfo a few unpublifhed letters rela- 
ting to the fame period, a notice of 
them and of fome impreflions derived 
from their perufal may not be unac- 
ceptable to the Society. 

The earlier portion of thefe writ- 
ings proceed, as might be expe&ed, 
from the vi&orious party, while 
the expreflions of horror and indig- 
nation which the event excited mud 
be looked for among the Protectant 
communities in foreign countries ; 
but the mod impartial hiftorian, and 
the moft fervent Catholic, will alike 
be furprifed at the tone of contented 
exultation which characterizes their 
pages. So far from requiring apo- 
logy or defence, the ad is proclaimed 
as one of the higheft merit both in 
projedl and execution, — a providen- 
tial interpofition and a national de- 
liverance. The immediate fuccefs 
was complete; and there was nothing 
in the means employed for which die

performers feem to aflc either con- 
donation or oblivion. 

Thefe demonstrations of public 
fatisfadtion may be divided into the 
official and the popular; the latter 
naturally the more numerous and 
various, but in many cafes leaving it 
difficult to determine how far they 
are the reflection of the real fenti- 
ments of the nation, or how far they 
may be infpfred by the favour or fear 
of the Court. One of the moil in- 
terefting of the former, and which 
may be regarded as a formal vindica- 
tion on the part of the Government, 
is the. Difcoursfur les caufes de V ex- 
ecution fai£t is perfonnes de ceux qui 
avoyent conjure contre le Roy et Jon 
Eft at. Avec privilege du Roy. This 
was probably published within a few 
weeks of the Maflacre, and before 
the intoxication of the praife and 
exultation of Catholic Europe in- 
duced the King and Queen-Mother 
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to exaggerate their own guilt, and 
to receive with gratitude the im- 
putation of the mod accomplished 
treachery the hiftory of mankind 
could fupply. 

" Chacun f9ait " this document 
ftates, " que le Roy Henry venant 
" a mourir, le Roy Francis deux- 
" i&me fon fils et fuccefleur a la 
" couronne, fit cefler les feux, def- 
" quels les Rois Francis premier et 
" Henry fes ayeul et p£re faifoyent 
" flamber les corps des heretiques." 
Three civil wars, of which the Ad- 
miral is reprefented as the main fb- 
menter and conductor, are faid to 
have been the confequence of this 
moderation, and a ftate of rebellion 
and confufion to have been engen- 
dered which would have led to the 
mod difaftrous confequences, had 
not a man, whom the Admiral Co- 
ligny once threatened to hang, (hot 
at him out of a window. Severely 
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wounded as he was, Coligny ftill 
plotted thedeftru&ion of the faithful, 
and when aflurcd that the King much 
regretted what had taken place, he 
faid, " Cc font bonnes mines, je cog- 
€€ noy cede fainte, je f9ay par ou il 
" les faut prendre tous." On Satur- 
day the 22nd, the Report continues, 
he held a fecret council of his con- 
fidants ; and it was refolved at once 
to kill the King, his mother, bro- 
thers, the King of Navarre, " et la 
€€ pluspart des Princes et Seigneurs 
" de ce Royaume, eftant prbs d'eux." 
His Majefty being advifed of this 
confpiracy by feveral credible per- 
fons, including feveral of the confpi- 
rators, determined to anticipate the 
blow, and " pour ceft effedt donne 
" ordre que le Dimanche matin a 
" Paube de jour on commen9aft & la 
" di&e execution et & tuer ledit Ad- 
44 miral et tous ceux de fa ligue et 
€€ fa&ion." The complete fuccefs of 
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the plan is then detailed, together 
with the afFedtiocate co-operation of 
the people of Paris. " Or eft cefte 
"volontd du peuple treflouablc de 
" fouftenir et deffendrc ion Prince, 
" d'efpoufer fa querelle, et de hair 
ccux qui ne font de fa religion ; et 
fi en cefte execution quelques pille- 
" ries fe font faides, il faut excufer la 
" fureur du peuple pouffte d'un bon 
" zMc, laquelle eft mal aifde a con- 
€€ tenir et refrener, quand une fois 
" elle eft eftneue. Et & Texemple 
" de Paris qui a toufiours efW l'ex- 
" emple et le patron de toutes les 
" villes de la France, les autres villes 
" ont faidt la mefme execution es 
" perfonncs des Huguenots/' Sec. 

The fame ftory is told in a more 
elaborate manner, and with fome va- 
riations, in the Ornatiffimi cujufdam 
viri, de Rebus Gallic is ad Stantflaum 
Ehidium Epijlola, which profefles to 
have been written on the firft of No- 
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vembcr. The " excellent perfonage " 
as he is called in the tranflation, 
was Monfigneur Dufaur, " advocat 
" du Roy en fa court de Parlement de 
" Paris," and, by his own account, 
he was a fentimental man. " Nofti 
" mores meos : ego (ut verum fatear) 
" is homo fum qui reorum lachrimis 
" impar, ipforum etiam nocentum 
"juftis fuppliciis (quae ingenii mei 
" intemperantia eft) ad valetudinem 
" ufque interdumfoleamcommoveri. 
" Ex quo facile intelligis qui animi 
" mei fenfus fuerit, in tot virorum, 
" una atque altera die, continuatis 
" caedibus." The incidents that fol- 
lowed the Admiral's aflafiination are 
here dramatically reprefented : the 
Huguenots at once attributing the 
attempt to the Court, and vowing 
vengeance. " Verborum complex- 
" iones et ambages fatis interpreta- 
" batur oculorum ardor, torvus af- 
" pedus, totus denique vultus, irarum 
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" atque odii aeftus ingentes arguens, ac 
truculentum atque immanc quod- 
dam fcelus portendens." Uncon- 
fcious of the coming horror, the 
Royal Family vifitcd the wounded 
man, and fhowed the trueft fympathy 
with his misfortune ; but on the 
following evening the whole myftcry 
is revealed . Three fepara te witnefles, 
themfelves confpirators, ready to de- 
ftroy every other opponent, but 
fhr inking from the facrilege of injur- 
ing the king's perfon, gave due infor- 
mation to the fovereign, who defired 
to proceed againft the criminals by 
the ordinary procefTes of juftice. But 
the Council he had called together — 
" fenes dodxinas et ufu peritiflimi, 
" fummis et periculofiflimis morbis 
" fumma et extrema remedia adhi- 
" benda cenfent," and roufed the re- 
luctant monarch to ftrong meafures. 
" Age Rex !" they cried, " ferua te, 
" ferua tuos, ferua nos omnes, ferua 
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" patriam." But it was only in- 
tended that the heads of the chief 
rebels fhould fall— all the reft of the 
maflacre is due to the indomitable 
fury of the people, which defied the 
whole authority of the government, 
and even the facred prefence of the 
king. The writer concludes, how- 
ever, by exhorting the Proteftants to 
underftand that all thefe events, and 
efpecially the death of the Admiral, 
have happened for their advantage.

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The language held to the different 
courts of Europe of courfe varied 
with the religion of the party ad- 
drefled. To England, in all proba- 
bility, it was apologetic in the ex- 
treme ; for although the Queen and 
Court put on mourning in fign of 
grief and indignation, in little more 
than two. months Elizabeth accepted 
the offer to be godmother to a 
daughter of Charles IXth's, and fent 
a connexion of her own to reprefent 
her at the baptifm. Her conduit 
may perhaps have been affedted by a 
letter which the protcftant Mont- 
morency wrote to her on the 27th 
of September, excufing the King. 

To Spain no defence was re- 
quired : the deed itfelf was the apo- 
gee of Spanifh policy in France. 
The great grief of Coligny had al- 
ways been that French blood was 
fpent in fratricidal war, and not in 
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combating that common enemy. 
With this hope he had been' ready 
to make any terms with the go- 
vernment, compatible with religious 
freedom, and had tried to fiibdue 
Charles IX. by the very excels of con- 
fidence in his profeflions. I happen 
to poflcfs the holograph anfwer of 
Philip to Charles : it may have been 
printed elfewhere from fome official 
copy; but, as I am not aware of the 
faft, I infcrt it here. The water- 
mark o£ the paper is the Auftrian 
eagle. The clergy in Spain ftill prefix 
the fign of the crofs to their letters, 
and old-fafhioned do&ors invariably 
ufe it to head their prefcriptions.

The difcovery of this document is 
in itfelf curious. In the year 1558 
(Sept. 8), a fon was born to the Con- 
tarini " of the Iron door" at 9. Fran- 
cefco della Vigna : he Was chriftened 
Francefco, and died Doge of Venice, 
a.d. 1624, Dec*. 6. His papers 
palled into the Tiepolo family, from 
which Mr. Rawdon Brown, the 
learned and devoted Venetian anti- 
quary, purchafed them in 1837. 
Amongft thefe were autograph co- 
pies of 325 miffives addrefled by the 
Signory to the Potentates and Gran- 
dees of Europe from the 1 ft of March 
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1550 to the 1 6th of March 1591. 
Francefco Contarini feems to have 
tranfcribed them from the Ducal 
Chancery, as an excrcife, for the fake 
of accuftoming himfelf to the pecu- 
liar ftyle of fimilar ftate papers ; and 
the proof of their having been written 
in his own hand is afforded by a com- 
panion between the penmanfhip of 
thefe epiftles and that of his own 
autograph journal^ and diaries ; one 
of which details moft minutely his 
journey from Venice to Madrid and 
Ltfbon, a.d. 1 58 1, in the days of 
Cervantes, and back through France, 
when, as a young man, he accom- 
panied the Venetian cmbafly which 
went to congratulate Philip II. on 
the great Duke of Alva's conqueft 
of Portugal . Thefe particulars (how 
the letter to be genuine, although 
not copied immediately from the 
Venice archives. 1

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But the power to which the news 
of the fuccefsful extermination of the 
French heretics (for fuch it was con- 
fidcred) was the moil important was 
the See of Rome. Not only as the 
deftrudtion of an enemy of the faith, 
but as the fign of the rail fubmiffion 
of the Court of France to an exclu- 
fively Catholic policy, was the intel- 
ligence gratefully received. The 
piety of the Queen- Mother, not- 
withftanding all her profeffions, was 
much doubted, and the celebration 
of the marriage of the Princefs Mar- 
guerite to the King of Navarre, with- 
out the Papal difpenfation, was, to 
fay the leaft, an ad of difrefpedt to 
the Papal authority which it would 
have been difficult to overlook. 

extraordinary in England from January 1610 
until the 6th of March in that fame year ; and 
the original drafts of his letters written from 
London during that period are now in the pot 
feffion of Mr. Rawdon Brown. 
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When we read the language of 
Pope Sixtus V., a few years later, 
on the providential aflaffination of 
Henry III., we can under (land how 
gladly fuch a miflion as that of An- 
toine de Muret 1 was likely to be re- 
ceived. Thus the anfwcr of Gre- 
gory XIII., delivered on the 23rd of 
December, is little more than a dig- 
nified acknowledgment of the fub- 
miffion of the King and Government 
of France. Of this tradt I only pof- 
fcfc the French tranflation, with the 
motto, — " Portcz honneur a tous. 
" Aymes fraternity. Craignez Dieu. 
" Honorez le Roy." This was print- 
ed at Lyons ; which feems to have 
been the chief workshop of the de- 
fenders of the Maflacre, as its imita- 
tion of the doings at Paris feems to 
have been moft vigorous and com-

of the conspiracy divinely difcovered, 
and turned, by a fudden infpiration, 
againft the traitors. " O nuid me- 
" morable ! w burfts out the orator ;

1 This is 
an ingenious compilation of texts out 
of the Pfalms, with marginal ex- 
planations, all tending to identify 
Charles with David, preceded by an 
elaborate parallel between the per- 
fonages.

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The extreme improbability of the 
imputed confpiracy, and of the ne- 
ceffity of defence on the part of 
the King and Court from the de- 
figns of the Huguenots, became the 
theme of all the writings on the 
Proteftant fide, and received accef- 
fions of argument from a quarter 
whence it could fcarcely have been 
expeded. There was a Mantuan 
family of Capilupi, which at that 
time had three brothers engaged in 
literature — men of much talent and 
of a perverfe ingenuity. The curious 
centos culled out of Virgil, by L&io, 
are well known to colledors, and are 
remarkable neither for decency nor for 
deference to the Church. Camillo 
Capilupi refided at Rome, and in Oct- 
ober, 1 572, printed his famous Strata- 
gema di Carlo IX. The firft edition of 
this work, in 4to, deferves all atten- 
tion, being pronounced by Burnet to 
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be " introuvable," — a circumftance, 
no doubt, attributable to the interven- 
tion of the Cardinal de Lorraine, who 
was at Rome at the time of the Maf- 
facre ; and who procured the fufpen- 
fion of the publication on the ground 
that the fads it dated were at variance 
with the official declarations of the 
French Court, and might injure the 
chances of the election of the Due 
d'Anjou to the throne of Poland. 
An edition, however, in which the 
original was followed by a French 
tranflation, appeared, without place, 
in 1 574, and became throughout Eu- 
rope the recognized defence of this 
great aft of policy and religion. The 
long and patient contrivance of the 
King and his mother to draw the Hu- 
guenots to Paris, the royal marriage 
from which either the converfion or 
the death of the King of Navarre was 
to enfue, the aflaflination of the Ad- 
miral by Maurevel, (whom the king 
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is faid to have employed once before 
for the fame purpofe but who had flaia 
a M. de Mouy by miftake,) the pro- 
tection of the Louvre offered to all the 
chiefs for the purpofe of entrapping 
them, the well-organized excitement 
of the commercial clafles againft the 
difturbers of their profits, and the 
temptation to pillage and fl a lighter 
held out to the loweft population, are 
all fo many objects of his devout 
admiration. " Confiderandofi poi la 
felicita colla quale un tanto negocio 
fia pervenuto k buon fine in cofi 
44 breve tempo, non fi pu6 reftar fenza 
ftupore e, di non ritornar fempre 
a quefto paffo, di' conchiudere ne- 
44 ceffariamente, che il tutto e ftato 
•' opera e volunta di Dio, qui mifc- 
44 ricordia mot us voluit vijitare plebem 
44 Juam." A full expofition of the 
fupernatural blindnefs which caufed 
the heretics to fall into the trap con- 
cludes the difiertation, of which there 
s 
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feems no reafon whatever to doubt 
the fincerity and ferious purpofe, 
although it produces on a modern 
reader the impreffion of a terrible 
jeu (Tefprit, — nor is there any cauie to 
fuppofe that it was unacceptable to 
the high perfonages concerned. 

Hiftorical inveftigation has now 
determined with fufficicnt accuracy 
the part that the King took in the 
Maflacre. The anecdote of his firing 
from the window of the Louvre refts 
on no competent authority, and his 
attitude appears to have been one of 
panic fubmiflion, until induced to 
declare to the Parliament that the 
whole had been done by his own au- 
thority. The ferocity of his nature 
then feems to have come forth, and 
the refumption of the Maflacre to 
have taken place with his complete 
confent and good will.

The tone of this epiflle is hardly 
what might be expeded at a mo- 
ment of fuch formidable civic con- 
vulfion; but it is an inftance how 
time is required to give their due 
meafure of importance to events 
which the immediate fpe&ators, and 
even a&ors, only fee in relation to the 
circumftances that preceded or fol- 
lowed them. In fo tumultuous a 
period of French hiftory, the occur- 
rences of thofe days did not (land out 
with their prefent diftindtnefs ; and it 
was only when advancing civilization 
pronounced them to be a fearful blot 
on the French character and on the 
religion of the time, that that other 
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form of apology was adopted which 
confifts in fhifting the infamy on 
other agents, or in attempting to di- 
minifh the extent of the crime. 1 Of 
this nature are the arguments of the 
Abb^ de Caveirac, in his Differ tation 
fur la jour nee de la Saint BartAelemi, 
and of Gabriel Brizard, in his Dif- 
cours Hijlorique. The former firft 

1 I have not included in this notice the de- 
fence of the MafTacre by Gabriel Naude, the 
French Machiavelli, in his Confiderations Pols- 
tiques fur les coups d'etat, becaufe it is rather 
the illuftration of a theory than an hiftorical 
judgment. Naude deferves all refpe& as a 
bibliographer, and the firft edition of this work, 
Rome, 1639, a ^ confideration, as only twelve 
copies of it were printed at the felicitation of 
Cardinal Bagni ; but the argument that " les

had the exploit the advantageous refults which 
he attributes to it, of clofing the courfe of civil 
war, and of reftoring power and union to the 
monarchy. 
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appeared in 17589 as an appropriate 
appendix to the Apologiede Louis XIF. 
et defon confeilfur la revocation de Pedit 
de Nantes, of which I have the copy 
prepared by the author for prefcn- 
tation to the Pope, with the arms of 
Clement XIII. emblazoned on the 
fides. The author engages to prove 
that religion had no (hare in the 
Mafiacre, that it was a matter of po- 
litical profcription, that it was in- 
tended to be confined to Paris, and 
that the number of the vi&ims has 
been groflly exaggerated. 

It would be beyond the objects of 
this paper to difcufs how far the Abbe 
fucceeds in this attempt ; but it may 
be mentioned that he draws attention 
to the large number of Catholics 
killed or ranfomed from the people 
— retting much on Mezerai's faying, 
" C'etait etre huguenot que d'avoir 
" de 1'argent ou des charges enviees 
" ou des heritiers afi*m&," — that he 
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reprefents the Admiral as afluming 
an almoft royal authority, and mak- 
ing his removal a neceflity for the 
independence of the crown, — that he 
confiders the converfation between 
the Due d'Anjou and his phyfician 
Miron, related by Pierre Mathieu, 
as proving that there was no pre- 
meditation in the whole affair, and 
that no poffible combination for that 
purpofe could have exifted among 
perfons fo diftraded by fufpicions and 
ill feelings as were the Royal Family 
at that time. As to the eftimate of 
the number of fufferers, he certainly 
(hows that it had grown from 1 0,000, 
which was the fuppofition at the time, 
up to 100,000, without any com- 
petent additional authorities, and that 
only 786 names of thofe killed at 
Paris and throughout France have 
ever been diftindly recorded. He 
conjectures that the total number of 
thofe who perifhed cannot in any cafe 
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be more than 2000, — a calculation 
which it is difficult to reconcile with 
two extracts he himfclf gives from 
the Comptes de f Hotel deVille de Paris ^ 
mentioning 20 livres paid to the 
grave-diggers of the " Saints In- 
nocens" on the 1 3th of September for 
having buried 1 1 00 bodies in the 
fpace of eight days, and 15 livres 
given to the fame parties on the 9th 
of September for a fimilar purpofe. 
The nature of the eflay of Gabriel 
Brizard, publifhed " Tan premier de 
la Liberte," is to relieve tne French 
nation from the guilt of the Maflacre, 
and to demonftratc that it was or* 
ganized by foreigners for foreign in- 
terefts, that in Paris the plot and its 
executioners were alike Italian,/that 
the governors of the Provinces, being 
Frenchmen, refufed to execute the 
orders of the Court, that the French 
ambafladors at foreign Courts de- 
clined to vindicate the aft, and that 
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France herfelf was the real victim, 
facrificed to the policy of Rome and 
Spain and to the felfifh ambition, of 
a Florentine queen, her connections, 
her courtiers, and her countrymen. 1 

1 The anecdote of the prefervation and Aib- 
fequent converfion of the Calvinifts at Lifieux 
by the Bifhop, Jean le Hennuyer, related by 
Hemere, the provincial hiftorian of the Ver- 
mandois, and by Antoine Mallet, the biographer 
of the Dominican monks of Saint Jacques, and 
firft difputed by the Abbe le Prevoft, in the 
Mercure de France, June 1746, has lately been 
the fubjed of an animated local controversy. 
M. Cagniard, cure of Saint-Pierre-de-Lifieux, 
has ably vindicated the traditional humanity of 
the prelate, which is all the more credible from 
the doubtful light in which the virtue was re- 

Sirded at the time of the tranfa&ion. The 
ern chara&er of Le Hennuyer, and his hot 
oppofition to the edid of pacification, were 
likely to render an a£t of comparative clemency 
all tne more notable, while they make it impro- 
bable that fuch a ftory fhould be attributed to 
him without fome good foundation . M. Edouard 
Fournier, the <c Deftroyer of Sentences," may 
be quite right in difbelieving the fine phrafe 
attributed to the Bifhop ; but the fuppofition 
of the Abbe Lebseuf, that the Proteftants of 
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The wide extent and long* duration 
of this unhappy influence, and the 
difficulty of calling it off, are exhi- 
bited with confiderable refearch and 
ability, though affc&ed to fome ex- 
tent by the exaggerated abhorrence of 
everything foreign which at that time 
had begun to poflefs French politics 
and literature. 

I am not aware of any later vindi- 
cation that deferves attention, for the 
excellent works of Wachler, Ranke, 
Sifmondi,Audin, and even Capefigue, 
are eflentially critical, except the ef- 
fort of Wilhelm von Schiitz, in Die 
aufgehellte Bartholomaufnacbt, pub- 
lished at Leipzig in 18459 to prove 
that the " ndces vermeilles " were a 
confpiracy between Catherine of 
Medici and Henry of Navarre for the 
deftru&ion of the Catholic religion 
in France, which was only prevented 

Lifieux were faved by Matignon, the governor 
of the Province, is quite arbitrary. 
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by the indignant proteft of a faithful 
people. I happen to have before me 
an autograph letter of Catherine's to 
the Bifhop of Limoges, ambaflador in 
Spain, written ten years before this 
event, in which (he fays of herfelf : 
" Je ne ferai jamais que ce que j'ai 
" 6t6 jufqu'ici, qui eft chretienne, 
44 catholique, et point menteufe ni 
44 diflimeleufe, et que le trouverez 
" toujours ainfi." Now if equal credit 
is to be attached to the religious and 
ethical portions of this profeflion, 
Schiitz's theory might not be wholly 
paradoxical. But, as it is unfupported 
by any moral fafts or evidence not 
hitherto brought to light, it muft be 
regarded as the fevere judgment of an 
ultramontane theologian on a Prin- 
cefs who, from his point of view, 
might appear fbmewhat Gallican. 

But of all the phafes of public or 
private opinion refpedting the 4( Saint 
Barth&emy," there is nothing fo fin- 
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gular as what I chanced to meet 
with in the Itineraire defcripttf ou 
Defcription routiire de la France et de 
tltalie par V. de Villiers, InfpeQeur 
des Pojtes-relats, Paris, 1816, where 
in the account of the Chateau of 
Chantilly (3°* par tic. 1. torn. pp. 
94, 95) the following relation will 
be found : —

u Prince " (Louis Jofeph de Bourbon, Prince 
de Conde) " daps la chapelle du chateau, ont 
" fait decouvrir le corps de 1'amiral Coljgny, 
11 la plus illuftre vi&ime du maflacre de la Saint 
u Barthelemy.

" place, d'apres cette autorifation, dans l'eglue 
" paroifEale a cote du premier pillier a gauche

I may on fome other occafion call 
attention to the works written on the 
other fide of this controverted ques- 
tion. But they are not fo interefting, 
neither are they fo rare. Thefe early 
cries for toleration come to us fome- 
what faint through the centuries of the 
battle for liberty of human thought 
Le Reueille-matin des Francois et de 
leur voifins, (Edinbourg, 1 574,) and 
the Tocfin contre les Majfacreurs et 
auteurs des confufions en France, (Re- 
mes, 15799) only ring out familiar 
tones which are too much our own 
to excite admiration or curiofity. I 
would content myfelf with recom- 
mending to collectors Les heures 
Francatfes ou les vepres de Sicile et les 
matinees de la Saint Bartelemi, (Am- 
ilerdam, 1690,) of which Charles 
Nodier mentions that only three or 
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four copies are known to exift, and 
of thefc two had lately been con- 
figned to public libraries. I poffds 
one in beautiful condition from the 
Coiflin Library. 

A fubje£t fo fruitful in .dramatic 
incident has naturally not been ncg- 
le&ed by French writers ; and aeon- 
fiderable number of pieces may be 
colle&ed between Chanteloue and 
M^rim^e. An historical eflay is pre- 
fixed to Le Cardinal de Lorraine f far 
Mons deF . . . , (Leipfic et Londres, 
17569) in which the pcrfonal enmity 
between that prelate and Coligny is 
made the chief motive of the drama. 
The " Epitre Dedicatoire a la Na- 
" tion Francaife " that precedes 
Chenier's Charles IX. ou Pecole des 
Rots, is a political application of the 
hiftorical event to the circumftances 
of his own time. Of the latter play I 
have the author's copy prepared for 
a fecond edition. In this the flatter- 
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ing addrefs to Louis XVI. is fcratched 
out, as are many paflages compli- 
mentary to conftitutional monarchy 
and to the character of Henri IV, 
A fpeech in which Coligny utters 
the words, 4€ O mon maitre ! O mon 
44 roi !" is altered in Ch&iier's hand- 
writing to "Dans fa route penible 
44 eclaires votre roi/' 

To conclude : the fpirit that ani- 
mated thefe Apologies of a great 
crime has now pafled away, and we 
are thankful that the conditions of 
thought and fociety which they re- 
prefent are fo entirely different from 
our own. The intellects and tem- 
peraments of the perfons who de- 
figned the MafTacre belonged to an 
alien race, whom the courfe of events 
and their own political aptitude had 
raifed to power ; but the hands which 
did the deed were imbrued with the 
blood of their fellow-countrymen. 
The earlier incidents of thofe fatal 
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days, and the violent removal of im- 
portant antagonifts had fome colour 
and appearance of felf-defence ; but 
the renewal of the (laughter and the 
extenfion of the profcription were 
deliberate tranfadions of terrorifm 
and of cruelty. It is true that nei- 
ther the governments nor the public 
opinion of Europe drew this diftinc- 
tion, but, almoft without exception, 
regarded the whole occurrence as the 
falvation of a vaft kingdom from 
anarchy and from irreligion, and 
branded the few who fympathized 
with the vidtims as confederates in 
the attempted deftrudion of focial 
order. And it was not till genera- 
tions had paffed away, and the im- 
mediate fuccefs of the enterprize had 
been forgotten, that the elevated and 
purified confcience of mankind pro- 
nounced its final and irreversible fen- 
tence on the character and the au- 
thors of this memorable coup detat.

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Another Version of Keats's 
" Hyperion." 

jjjHE MS. of the following 
Poem was given to me by 
Mr. Brown, the friend and 
proteftor of John Keats, 
together with the other Literary Re- 
mains which I publiQied in 1848. Is 
it the original /ketch out of which the 
earlier part of the printed poem was 
compofed, or is it the commence- 
ment of a reconftruftion of the 
whole ? I have no external evidence 
to decide this queftion; butltfeemsto 
me that, in either cafe, this fragment 
well deferves prefervation. If it is 
the firft compofition out of which a 

{tortion of the printed poem was fe- 
elted, it is moll remarkable, as mow- 
ing the affluence and felf-command of 
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the genius that could afford to lay by 
paflages of fo much originality and 
fplendour as, on this fuppofition, have 
here been cancelled. It, on the other 
hand 9 it is the beginning of a new 
verfion of the whole Poem, we may 
equally admire the imagination which 
was not content with what had been 
already accomplifhed, and, not fatif- 
ficd with completing the work as it 
flood, defircd to improve its fcope 
and enlarge its proportions/ There 
is, indeed, no lover of the writings of 
this wonderful youth who will not be 
glad to fee this prod u ft ion for its own 
fake, and apart from all difcuffion as 
to its intention ; but the problem of 
the priority of the two poems — both 
fragments, and both fo beautiful — 
may afford a wide field for ingenious 
and critical conjefturc.

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Methought I ftood where trees of every dime, 
Palm, myrtle, oak, and (ycamore, and beech, *> 
With plantane and fpice-oloflbms, madeafcreen, 
In neighbourhood of fountains (by the noife 
Soft-fliowering in mine ears), and (by the touch 
Of fcent) not far from rofes. Twining round 
I faw an arbour with a drooping roof 
Of trellis vines, and bells, and larger blooms, 
Like floral centers, fwinging high in air ; 
Before its wreathed doorway, on a mound 
Of mofs, was fpread a feaft of fummer fruits, 
Which, nearer feen, feem'd refufe of a meal 3° 
By angel tafted or our Mother Eve ;

theme. 
No Afian poppy nor elixir fine

Could fo have rapt unwilling life away. 
Among the fragrant huflcs and berries crufh'd 
Upon the graft, I ftruggled hard againft

The cloudy fwoon came on, and down I fank, 
Like a Silenus on an antique vafe. 
How long I flumberM 'tis a chance to guefs. 
When fenfe of life returned, I ftarted up 
As if with wings, but the fair trees were gone, 
The mofly mound and arbour were no more: 60 
I look'd around upon the curved fides 
Of an old fan&uary, with roof auguft, 
Builded fo high, it feem'd that filmed clouds

My eyes to fathom the fpace every way : 
The embofPd roof, the fdent mafly range 
Of columns north and fouth, ending in mift 
Of nothing; then to eaftward, where Mack gates 
Were (hut againft the funrife evermore ; 
Then to the weft I looked, and (aw far off 
An image, huge of feature as a cloud, 
At level of whofe feet an altar flept, 
To be approach'd on either fide by fteps 90 
And marble baluftrade, and patient travail 
To count with toil the innumerable degrees. 
Towards the altar fbber-paced I went, 
Repreffing hafte as too unholy there ; 
And, coming nearer, faw befide the fhrine 
One miniftering ; and there arofe a flame. 
As in midday the fickening eaft-wind 
Shifts fudden to the fbuth, the fmall warm rain 
Melts out the frozen incenfe from all flowers, 
And fills the airwith fo muchpleafant health 100 
That even the dying man forgets his fhroud j —

[There was a lift'ning fear in her regard, 
As if calamity had but begun ; 
As if the venom'd clouds of evil days 
Had fpent their malice, and the Allien rear 
Was with its ftored thunder labouring up. 
One had (he prefPd upon that aching (pot 3*0 
Where beats the human heart, as if juft there, 
Though an immortal, (he felt cruel pain ;

A Funeral Oration, etc. 



T hath bin a laudable prac- 
tice in other times, and in 
other nations to comme- 
morate y* dead and ce- 
lebrate there vertues in Orations. 
This office was frequently performed 
by y* neareft freynds, by y c father to 
y* ion, by y* hufband to y e wyfe and 
y" fbn to y* father. And indeed it was 
reasonable that they who were belt 
acquainted with the lives & man- 
ners of y" perfons, mould give the 
trueft judgment of their actions, and 
be fitted to deliver their characters to 
pofterity. What cenfure I may in- 
curre by doeing a thing without pre- 
sident here, I do not know, nor much 
confider, fince y e leaft ad of piety and 
gratitude to her memory who is dead, 
is of more weight with me y° the 
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opinions of any creature living. And 
yet it may be I (hall be juftified by 
fome wife and vartuous man, w^ will 
be enough for me, who value more y* 
approbacon of a few, who know how 
to judge, than y* cenfure of multi- 
tudes who do not. Indeed there is 
fomething particular in this occafion, 
w 4 * induceth me to offer her this laft 
fervice ; the great and extraordinary 
honour (he did me in accepting me 
for her hufband and y* great and ex- 
traordinary iniuryes fhe hath under- 
gone by y* art and malice of her ene- 
myes. I hope I (hall not abufe the 

Eatience of tnis noble company, w** 
ath brought her hither, if I pafle 
through the ftory of her life, and ac- 
cording to the ancient cuftome of fu- 
neral laudatives, w 1 * were intended to 
honor the dead and informe the liv- 
ing, I do her right in fome particu- 
lars, in w** not ftice alone but truth 
and innocence have fuffered. 
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S he was born at Eddington in Wilts, 
2 d daughter to S r . W m . Paulet and his 
Lady Eliz: Seymor daught r to S r . Jo: 
Seym r &y e Lady Sufan Paulet, whofe 
father was y* Lord Chedwyck Paulet, 
brother to y* Marq: of Winchefter. 
Her great Grandf: was S r . Hen: Sey- 
mour brother to y* L d . Protect'. D. of 
Somerfet & the Lady Jane Seymour 
Qwj>f Engl d : the mother of y* incom- 
parable youth King Edward the fixth. 
The firft yeares of her life ftie paft 
under j^governm* of her mother, who 
though (he did not live to perfect her 
education, yet being a Lady of ad- 
mirable example, and one who fpent 
her time wholy in her owne houfe, 
and amongft her children, (he left 
fome impreflions'of her nature in her: 
a particular modefty and retirednes 
of humor which were qualityes 
(he retayned to her death* Her mo- 
ther being dead (he was much at 
Twyford in this county with her

grandmother my Lady Seymor,a time 
y* (he would remember with delight, 
both for the innocent quiet (he had 
there, and the genius of y t place, w^ 
fhee would often fay was a mapp of 
Arcadia. She had not bin long a 
woman, but her father Sir W m . Paw- 
let dyed, and by his lafl will left the 
care and governm* of his children to 
their Uncle S r . John Pawlett of this 
towne. How (he deported herfelf 
when fhee lived here, with what a 
Virgin modefty in all her actions, 
with what reverence to her Elders, 
what fweetnes to her equalls, and an 
humble and obliging familiaritye to 
the meaneft people, I (hall have no 
need to mention in a place where fhee 
was fowell known. From this towne 
it was y* goeing to make a vifitt to her 
Coufin my Lord of Hartford (he firft 
met with the E. of Efiex who con- 
ceyving himfelf highly outraged in 
his honour by his firft wyfe had taken

g* prejudice ag 8 * women, that to y* 
day he had never feene any, that he 
could thinke worthy to make a wyfe 
of. But he had not long looked on 
M ra . Pawlet but he was inclined to 
change his opinion. The frefhnes 
and benignity of her beauty, with y* 
fweetnefs of her manners, and y e na- 
tive and unaffected modefty of her 
behaviour were fuch powerful attrac- 
tions y t on a fudden all the averfions 
he had for her fexwere converted into 
love for her ; and when his paffion 
was encountered with y c remem- 
brance how he had bin ufed, he con- 
fidered y* there was a difference in 
women, and hoped if he had her, 
that the latter part of his life might 
be happy in a condicon, in w^ y e 
former had bin fo ftrangely unfortu- 
nate. So y* he refolved to feeke her 
for his wife, and though he had all 
the advantages a man could wifh for 
in fuch a pretention, as y c opportunity 
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of y* place being his fitter's houfe, y« 
confiderablenes of his fortune, the 
quality of his condicon, y* rcputacon 
of a noble nature, and y* hereditary 
glory of his family, he did not fuc- 
ceed in his fuite without difficulty: 
For ftice hath often vowed to me, that 
though (he paffionately loved his per- 
ion flie had felt a fecret relu&ancy to 
marry him, as though (he had pre- 
faged to herfelf that it would prove 
but an unhappy bufines* But the 
carneft and generous purfuite of my 
IA of EfTex, who would not be de- 
nyed and could not be excepted 
again ft and y e confideracon y* it 
would not be prudent to reject an 
offer w^ there was never a fubjedt in 
England but might have accepted of, 
prevailed at laft over her apprehen~ 
fions. So y* (he yielded to his de- 
fires upon condicon that fhe might 
firft goe to her Uncle S r . John Paw- 
lett to acquaint him with y c bufines 
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and afke his confent, w * 1 having ob- 
tayned, upon her returnc to Netley 
the marriage was confummated. 

It may eafily be believed that y c 
ferv nts of my IA of Effex, who had 
long governed his houfe, as fervants 
ufe to do where there is no Miftrefie, 
were much difcontented at this match , 
feeing the affecons of there Lord upon 
w 4 * their hopes depended, abfolutely 
pofleft by one in whom they had no 
inter eft. But finding how dearely my 
IA loved her, they were faine to hide 
their difpleafure w** they vented in 
little calumnies, by faying their Lord 
had difparaged himfelf, and giving 
out y* he had marryed one of [no ?] 
great quality, w** was believed by 
many ignorant people, who knew not 
the illuftrious families of Pawlett and 
Seymour out of w** a King had 
chofen a wyfe, and a queene a huf- 
band. Shee had bin but a little at 
Eflex houfe but there was a vifible 
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change as I have been told by fome 
worthy pcrfons, who in thofe times 
much frequented it: for (he presently 
introduced there fuch order and (Eco- 
nomy, as was not to be believed, and 
though her Lord's way of living was 
higher y n before his marriage, yet his 
expence was lefleijed . This was mat- 
ter to encreafe the difcontentc of y* 
ferv* who after fo long a liberty as 
they had had, could not but be vcxt 
to have there actions look'd into. 
But there was another thing w* co- 
operated with there hatred to y* dis- 
grace fliee fuffered ; and that was jthe 
ill will of S r . Walter Devereux, who 
having conceived a mortall animofity 
ag* her, for what particular reafon I 
never knew, waited but for a time to 
let her know it. It is not my inten- 
tion, nor my nature tq fpeak ill of 
any man, much lefs of the dead, who 
cannot anfwere for y m felfs, nor would 
I do S r . Walter Devereux any wrong, 
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who I have heard was a gentleman of 
many good quality es. Only this I 
muft fay what ever difcourtefyes he 
rcceyved from my Lady Eflex it was 
an unnoble and impious way he tooke 
to revenge himfelf. Almoft 4 yeares 
after my Lord and (he had bin toge- 
ther, my Lord being gone into y e 
countrey, he thought he had an op- 
portunity by his abfence, to effedt his 
defigne, & by the help of the Ser- 
vants who were of his party had lad- 
ders fet on nights to her chamber 
window, to try what they difcover 
there. But finding nothing whereon 
to ground a fcandall, one night they 
took advantage of M r . Udall's being 
in her chamber, who was there to vifit 
one of her lifters, and ftaying fome- 
what late, w^ is not unufuall foryoung 
company when they are together, 
they thought y c time of y* night would 
give colour to there accufacon and 
coming rudely into her chamber, 
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where her fitter and one of her wo- 
men were with her, they boldly 
charged her with difhonouring her 
Lord's bed and of Adultery with M r . 
Udall. When this was done being 
y m felfs engaged in a bufines, in w** 
there was no goeing back, they gave 
it out, that they had taken y m in bed 
together, and fent away immediately 
to my IA of Effex to give him no- 
tice of the bufines, knowing of what 
moment it would be to pofefs him 
with there ftory firft : w**, if a letter 
fent from my Lady of Eflex at y* 
fame time had not bin traiteroufly 
kept by y* meflinger and not deli- 
vered, had never gained beleif. But 
my L d . of Eflex being of one of y* 
moil credulous & jealous natures y* 
ever was, and having had more caufe 
given him to thinke ill of women y n 
mod other men, gave too eafye a be- 
leife to this Fable, w^ when my Lady 
Eflex knew of, out of a greatnefs of 
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heart, fhe would never write to him, 
nor offer to fee him ; but difdayning 
to redifye a man who had don her 
y c wrong to have fuch unworthye 
thoughts of her, fhe left him to his 
imaginations, as a punishment for y c 
injuftice which he had done her. 
After this they never more mett to- 
gether ; but my L d . continued at Ef- 
fex houfe, and he tooke her a houfe 
at y c other end of y* towne, to be as 
far as (he could from y* place, where 
{he had receyved fo tranfcendent an 
Indignity. 

From thence finding herfelf with 
child, and the ficknes increaling, fhe 
removed to Loreby in Surrey, a place 
fhe had made choice of for y* good- 
nefs of y e aire to lye in at. When 
my IA of Eflex heard fhe was with 
child, he would not give credit to it, 
but intimated in his difcourfes that 
fhe was not capable of children : and 
got my IA of Holland to acquaint y e 
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King, that his wife had a defign to 
put a trick upon him, and by pre- 
tending herfelf with child, to defeat 
him of his eftate and his M***. of an 
Earldome. Upon w^ y* King by y* 
advice of my L*. of Holland, fentM™. 
Hammond, who was my Lord's kins- 
woman, to be w th her at Loreby as a 
witnefs of her converfation, and to fee 
my IA of Eflcx had no foul play 
don him by taking in another's child 
w** was the thing my Lord fufpeAed. 
But when her certain being with 
child was confirm'd by M w . Ham- 
mond, and my L d . of Eflcx had more 
fully examined his memory and com- 
par'dcircumftances, he began to think 
y« Child might be his ; but being full 
of ill impreflions of his wife, and jea- 
lous of being abufed, he fluctuated in 
his mind and knew not what to re- 
folve on ; but at laft declared y* if y* 
child were born by y c 5 th of Novem r : 
he would owne it for his, otherwifc 
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he would repute it fpurious. It was 
thought ftrange by many, that he 
{hould put his wife's honor, and his 
own, and his Pofteritye's upon foe 
narrow a point of time as a day, when 
there are fo many accidents w * 1 may 
retard y c labour of a woman longer. 
But God in this tryall feemed to de- 
termin y c que (lion, and to avow her 
innocence for on y e 5 th of Nov br . w ch 
was y e day my Lord had reckoned 
upon, fhee was brought to bed of a 
Son, Charles Vifcount Hereford. 

This was a fuccefs w ch was thought 
would have fet all right agen, and my 
Lord was fo affeded at the news of 
it, y t he fent to fee and comfort her, 
w^ great aflu ranees of kindnes and 
proteftacons of his deli re y* all might 
be well betwixt y m . But my little 
IA of Hereford dying, all thofe ap- 
pearances of reconciliacon vanifhed 
and they returned to there former 
alienacon. And this upon my con- 
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fcience is the truth of that unfortu- 
nate ftory, w^ hath made fuch a 
noife in y c world to the prejudice of 
my Lady Eflex. How fad the effeds 
of it have been to both of y m is very 
apparent, for befides the wounds they 
both reccyvcd in there honors, it hath 
bin y c occafion of the extinddon of 
the houfe of Eflex, w^ if they two 
had continued together, might in hu- 
mane appearance have nowflouri(hed 
with a happy iflue. 

When fhee and my Lord were thus 
parted, her enemyes not content with 
y e wrongs they had don her, but as it 
is y c nature of men hating her be- 
caufe they had injured her, fought 
new ocaffions every day to defame 
her; and to give an inftance amongft 
many of one of thefe devices, it hap- 
pening y* S r . Charles Eflex his wife 
was in childbed, they took y c advan- 
tage of y* truth to report about y e 
town, y l my Lady Eflex lay in ; w** 
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with many y* knew of no more y n 
one Lady Eflex pafled for current to 
be the Countefs of Eflex. When it 
is y* fortune of a perfon to have an 
ill name howunjuftlyfoever acquired, 
let his actions be good or bad, the vul- 
gar will hardly believe well of them, 
w** hath often made me thinke y* 
Fame is as unjuft as Fortune, and as 
the one erres in y* unequal diftribu- 
con of her favors by (hutting her 
hands many times to virtuous per- 
fons, and being prodigall to Sots and 
Fooles ; fo does the other in be flowing 
of reputacon, fynce ther are many of 
both fexes who have had virtues, de- 
fending imitacon, gone out of the 
world with the ill opinion of y e Times 
they lived in, when others of no worth 
nor any memorable quality have left 
a good name behind y m . 

From London the malice of her 
enemyes w^ was indefatigable fol- 
lowed her to Oxford, whither (he re- 

3 
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treated for fafety in y e beginning of 
thefe troubles. From w*" journey, 
though thofe who loved her not were 
ready to draw ill interpretations, yet 
her freinds thought it prudence for 
her to retire out of y e Parliament 
Quarters, where her Lord fo abfo- 
lutely commanded. Not that they 
thought my Lord would be fo un- 
noble, as to make ufe of his power to 
opprefle a Lady, and one he had loved 
above all other creatures ; but they 
knew not in a time of y* licentiouf- 
nes what infolence might be offered 
her by the foldiers upon a preemp- 
tion of doing their Generall a fervice. 
Her enemies who had bin fo fucesfull 
in their calumnies as to gaine creditt 
to y m in London where fhe lived and 
was in perfon to confute y* untruth of 
y m thought now they might fay any 
thing, at fuch a diftance as Oxford. 
Hence were thofe reports of her being 
with child by perfons w ch (he never 
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faw> and abundance of other fcandals 
fo void of truth and all probability, 
that they are not worth y* confutacon. 
It is known by diverfe perfons of qua- 
lity who were at Oxford w A what 
circumfpedtion (he lived there, fel- 
dome ftirring out of y c Colledge wher 
(he lay, but to church, & governing 
herfelfe liker one in Religious Or- 
ders who had given over y c world, 
then one y* had any pleafure or con- 
tentment in it. 

A yeare or two after the taking of 
Oxford, I had y e happinefs, being 
newly return'd out of Italy, to come 
acquainted with her. The firft time 
I ever fa wher there appeared a fweet- 
nes and innocence in her, w^ in my 
eye feemed to triumph over thofe 
fcandals fliee was under ; The more 
I faw her, the more I was confirmed 
fhee was injured ; and as the grace- 
fulnes of her perfon and y e exelent 
parts of her mind gave me impref- 
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fions of reverence and love, fo did her 
injurycs of pittye, and I thought fhee 
looked the lovelyer through her mif- 
fortunes. Afterfome attendance upon 
her, (heewas pleafed notwhhftanaing 
y c difproportion of our qualityes and 
fortunes, to think me worthy the ho- 
nour of her love and to admitt me 
into her bofom. Since fhee was my 
wife, her life hath bin private and 
conformable to my condition; the 
greateft part of her time being em- 
ployed in the cares of her houfe and 
the ordering of her children for one 
of w ch fhee had the moft unparallelcl 
afFeftion I ever knew or read of. 

And yet I cannot fay (he had any 
felicity in this life ; for though (he 
were of too great a heart to (loop 
under her misfortunes, yet I am fure 
the fence of y m had much wrought 
upon her nature, and though fhe 
would never owne it, broken her 
mind, and made her difcontented. 
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But with all her difcontents and paf T 
{ions, there have bin few women of 
whom there may be more good truly 
fpoken. 

.Firft her love to Juftyce appeared 
in all her dealings, and fhec was foe 
punduall in her word, that no confi- 
aeracon upon earth could make her 
violate it; fhec would not delibe- 
rately have fpoken what {he beleived 
an untruth to gaine the world. Her 
Generality was fcen in her choice of 
me, to. w ch nothing did induce her ; 
but an opinion {he was pleafed to have 
that I had vertue in refpe&of w ch lhee 
contemnd wealth and greatnefs. Her 
Frugality appeared in the moderation 
of her expence, in the plainenes of 
her habitt, and fobriety of her dyet, 
though in both of them (he pbferved 
a particular elegance and neatnefs. 
Her Liberality was well known to 
her freynds, who never had occafion 
to ufe ner, that they needed afke her 
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affiftance twice. Of her Charity to 
people in diftreflc and fuch as were 
out of there fortunes, fliee hath given 
many confiderable teflimonyes. Her 
Love to her children was incompa- 
rable, infbmuch that when they were 
with her fhee would feldom fufFer there, 
mayd to touch them, but would wafh 
and drefle them with her own hands. 
I could give fuch inftances of her af- 
fection to me, if my paffion would 
permit me, as doe not only furpais the 
examples of common love, but might 
become the feverer goodnes of elder 
times and have paft for virtue 
amongft the Arria's and Cornelia's. 
In her ficknes fhee made an entire 
refignacon of herfelfe to the will of 
God, and though fhee were content 
for the good of her children to live to 
fee them Women, yet fhee defyred 
that not her will, but God's might be 
done. It was hard to fay whither 
her contrition for her fins, or her con- 
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fidence in the mercy of God were 
greater. Shee moft affectionately 
forgave all the world, and particu- 
larly thofe who had bin the authors 
of the unjuft fcandals fhee had fuf- 
fered ; fhee forgave them fhee fayd 
as fliee was confident Chrift Jefus had 
forgiven her. 

, And thus have I gone round the 
circle of her life and brought herfrom 
her cradle to her grave, where I leave 
her to fleepe with her fathers, in hope 
to meet and know her again at the 
Refurre&ion.

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Two Letters of Charles 
the First. 



/HE following letters are 
taken from a manuicript 
in the Library at Stonor, 
entitled, A Briefs Relation 
of the Life and Memoirs of John Lord 
Belafyfe? 'written and colkcled by his 
Secretary Jo/hua Moore. They were 
written from Oxford by Charles the 
Firft to Lord Belafyfe who was hold- 
ing out Newark, then furrounded by 
the Parliamentary forces. In order 
that the letters might not fall into 
the hands of the enemy, the manu- 
icript informs us : — 

1 Lord Belafyfe was fecond Ion of Thomas, 
firft Vifcount Fauconbery ; born 1615, created 
by letters patent Baron BelaJyfe, 1644, and died 
in 1680. 
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" His Majefty negleded not as 
" often as he might during the fiege 
" to advertife my Lord of his condi- 
" tion, by feverall exprefles, and 
" many letters, the moft of his owne 
" hand; the lad of which was brought 
" him in a man's belly, being write 
" in Cyphers and put in lekd, which 
" he fwallowed leaft he fhould be 
" taken, in attempting to pafle the 
" Scotts army. Some of Which fct- 
" ters are tranfcribed from the ori- 
" ginalls under his Majeilie'g owne 
€€ hand writing as followed) :— 

" Oxford, the 16th of December, 1645. 

" Belasyse, 

" I thank you for the good account you have 
u given me by your letter of the <)tn of thi$ 
(( month, and aflure you that the care and pains 
(( you take in my fervice, fliall not be forgotten, 
c< as for particular bufinefs I refer you to Secre- 
" tary Nicholas and Jack Afhburnham, but I 
" muft not omitt myfelf to command you to 
u recommend me to Montrofe, as often as you 
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may, and allure him, as well as yourfelf, I 
" will haue no good fortune, but you, and he, 
" (hall haue a large (hare in it, & all my friends ; 
" be aflured that I am now feeking a peace by 
" Treaty (which really I intend), for I am rc- 
€( folved that my conftancy. to thofe grounds 
" which I haue allwaies profefled {hall make 
u it honourable and lading. I (ay no more, but 
" you (hall find me more in deeds than in 
cc words 

" Your moft aflured freind, 

" C. Rex." 

" Belasyse, 

u We fend you herewith the coppy of our late 
€€ menage to the two Houfes whereof when we 
" confider the matter infift upon their punifh- 
€( ing fome then to lay hold of this opportunity 
<c to procure the Peace of all our people : yet 
" fuch fad experience we have had in this kind 
" that we wifh we could raife to ourfelves as 
(( fettled aflurances, as . we can doe, but faire 
11 hopes thereof, if they hearken to us as you 
u fee we have — (The reft of this letter was 
written in cyphers, and at the end)— u fenfible 
4C we are how worthily you haue behaved your- 
C( felves and therefore aflure the Gentlemen 
c< fouldiers and Townfmen of our efteem of 
<( them and lett this doe the fame to you from 

u Your moft aflured freind, 

" C. Rex." 
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Here follows the commencement 
of a third letter ; but, unfortunately, 
the remaining pages of the manu- 
fcript have been torn out. This 
third letter begins by complaining of 
the impoffibility of dealing with Par- 
liament, and expeditions of affift- 
ance from the French King. 

" Belasyse, 

u If you difcouer the fecret I now impart to 
a you by this extreordinary way of conueiance ; 
C( I wifn you as ill as you hauc had hitherto 
u good fortune in my fervice, you muft there- 
u tore know that finding all treaty of peace 
" with the rebells inefftuall, and that y* french 
u King hath given me aflurance (which my 
" wife aduifes me to accept of by her confidence 
u they will be inuiolably — "

Par Deverication ,of the New Tejla- 
menty il entend, dit-il : " The deve- 
" lopment of celeftial power, the ag- 
" gregate of fbiritual exiftence, the 
fublimity of creative energy, the 
pofitive realifation of voluntary ac- 
tion, and the blended harmony of 
fupreme wifdom, truth, and good-

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pour Nodier, il eft, en outre, bkn 
certain que loin qu'on Tarrachit Ber- 
nard d* Arb&res, a la cour et £ la ville, 
celui-ci fe plaint & plufieurs rcprifcs 
de la maigre pitance qu'il re9oit pour 
fes ^lucubrations, lorfqu'il commenfa 
& les publier, a Page de 34 ans, et de 
la peine qu'il trouve &. vivre. 

Nous verrons plus loin le detail des 
lib^ralit& qui lui furcnt faites ; et fi 
le Roi Henri IV lui donna une chaine 
d'or de cent &us, d'autres lui don- 
n&rent des piftoles fauffes, et parfbb 
le dixi&me de la valeur reelle des ca- 
deaux qu'il fefait aux grands de la 
cour, dans l'efpoir d'une bonne r£- 
compenfe. 

L'article que Flogel 1 coniacre k 
notre auteur, refume aflez bien ce 
qu'on en favait a cette ^poque. II 
indique la contradiction entre Pros- 
per Marchand et Beyer,* fur la nature

Au fond ils n'ont peut- 
fitre tort ni l'un ni l'autre. Marchand 
a voulu parler du format, et Beyer 
de l'epaifleur de ce petit volume. 
lorfque tout eft reuni (dickes buch). 
II parait que du temps de Flogel on 
n'avait connaitfance que de cent trois 
des livres, ou morceaux numerous 
de Bernard. On n'ctait guere d'ac- 
cord non plus, fur la fignification de 
ces vlfions. Les uns n'y voyaient que 
des enigmes incomprdhenfiblcs, les 
autres y trouvaicnt un fens myftique, 
cache et profond; enfin une troifieme 
clafie y reconnaiuait la Icience de la 
pierrc philofophale, tant il eft vrai 
de dire : 

Un fou trouve toujour* un plus fou qui 1' admire. 

Bayle, dans & correfpondance, lcttre 
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1 87, (et noni 37, comrrie 1c dit Flo- 
gel,) nous apprend qu'il ne favait 
rien fur Bluet d'Arb&res, mais, a- 
joute-t-il : " j'efpire rencontrer quel- 
" que chofe, du moins fortuitemcnt, 
" dans 1c cours des recherches que jc 
" fais, fur le Comte de Permiffion." 

Le Duchat fit copier le commen- 
cement de Bluet par M. Du Fourni, 
auditeur de la chambre des comptes, 
et dans cette copie il eft fait mention, 
pour la premiere fois, d'une circon- 
ftance que Bluet nous apprend lui- 
m&me, e'eft la couverture, diverfe- 
ment colorie dont il fefait relier les 
plaquettes, qu'il appelait des livres. 

" Le 2 mc livre d'oraifons &ait cou- 
" vert de bleu c&efte. 

" Le troifi&me livre des fentences, 
" couvert d'orang^. 

"Le 4"* livre des prophetieseft 
" couvert de rouge. 

" Le 6 me livre des fonges, eft cou- 
" vert de bleu et de noir, &c." 
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Le Duchat, dans une remarque fur 
un paflage de La Confeffion de Sancy, 
fait une obfervation tr&s naive, et qui 
prouve qu'il n'avait qu'une idee bien 
vague du Comte de Permiffion : 
II y eut &. la cour d'Henri IV, dit- 
il, depuis 1601 jufqu'en 1605, un 
" homme de cc nom la, qui n'y avait 
pas fait fortune, et qui dependait 
de quelque miniftre, comme pou- 
€€ vait 6tre M. De Sillery, garde des 
€€ fceaux, chez lequel il avait la com- 
" million de revoir les ouvrages pour 
"lefquels on demandait un privi- 

" l*ge." 

La pen&e de donner cette Strange 
pofition a un homme qui ne favait ni 
lire ni ecrire, aurait 6t6 des plus bouf- 
fonnes. C eft un curieux exemple 
du danger qu'il y a de faire des fup- 
pofitions fur un auteur dont on n'a 
gu&re lu les ouvrages. Profper Mar- 
chand 1 accorde huit lignes a notre

Ceci n'eft pas mal, comme myfti- 
fication dans Phiftoire littdraire, mais 
Profper Marchand ne Parrete pas en 
fi beau chemin : " II y a fous ce nom

44 connu de tr&s peu de perfonnes, dont 
44 fur tout lespartifans de la pkrre pfti- 
44 lofopbale font beaucoup de cas /" II 
faut dire ccpendant, a la d&harge du 
biographe,queconvaincude la nullitl 
de fes renfeignements, il donne tout 
au long en note, ceux de l'auteur des 
rcmarques fur les lettres de Bayle, 
dont nous avons parte ci-deffus. 
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II avait eu (bus les yeux l'ouvragc 
de Bluet d'Xrb&res, car il le decrit et 
en donne m&me des ex traits. Com- 
prend-t-on, apr&s cela, que non feule- 
ment il n'ait pas la moindre idee de 
ion contenu, ni de la date de l'im- 
preffion (indiqu^e cependant prefqu'a 
chaque livre) mais encore qu'il forge 
\ plaifir un faux titre dans un cata- 
logue 1 

II eft curieux de citer les paroles 
m&mes d'un bibliophile auffi exadt.

Le trop confiant Flogel a ete pris

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Pierre de l'Eftoile, dans fon Journal 
de Henri IV, 1 nous fournit une de- 
scription plus precife de notre auteur 
et de fes ouvrages: "En ce mois"

Le recueil des ceuvres de Bluet, 
dont on ne rencontre jamais la fuite 
bien complete, et dont les exem- 
plairesincomplets, different entr'eux, 
dans le contenu des pieces qui les 
compofent, formait 173 livres ou 
morceaux numerates, m£me 180, fi 
Ton Pen rapporte a une note de l'abbc 
de St L^ger, ^crite en 1778, d'apr&s 
Texemplaire du Baron d'Heifs ; mais 
plufieurs de ces morceaux ne nous 
font par parvenus.

Mon cher Confrere, 

L fe paflc parfois, dans les 
bas-fonds de la littcrature, 
des aventures affcz pi- 
quantes, qui ne reftcnt ig- 
nores que parce que le public s'inte- 
reffe mediocrement aux auteurs ou 
aux ouvrages en Iitige, et qui exci- 
teraient vivement le cote malin de 
notre curiofite', s'il s'agifiait d'autres 
hommes et d'autres chofes. 

Je vous fais friand de pareils mor- 
ceaux dont il reflbrt parfois des lecons 
ou des remarques utiles. C'eft ce qui 
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m'engage i vous raconter une anec- 
dote qui peut, me fcmble-t-il, fcrvir 
d'enfeignement i certaines dcxftes et 
graves compagnies que ces deux titres 
ne mettent pas toujours & l'abri du 
reproche d'etourderie ou d'ignorance. 
En 1 8 16 9 parut & la fois i Londres 
chez Dulau et &. Paris chez les Frires 
De Bure un volume contenant FArt 
poetique d'Horace, traduit en vers 
frai)9ais,etdedie au Roi Louis XVIII, 
plus une feconde Edition de la Cbfae 
de Rufin, poeme de Claudien, ^gale- 
ment traduit en vers frai^ais, le tout 
par le marquis de Sy, marechal des 
camps et armies du Roi et chevalier 
de l'ordre royal et militaire de Saint- 
Louis. L Art poetique prefentait 
quelques pafiages aflez bien rendus 
et qui ne manquaient ni d'exa&itude, 
ni d'etegance, mais en fomme c'etait 
une traduction mediocre, et qui ne fe 
diiiinguait gu&res de tant d'autres 
Merits du meme genre. On en parla 
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un inftant aux Tuileries et au Fau- 
bourg Saint-Germain, et puis on^n'en 
parla plus. 

Douze ans s'etaient pafles, lorfque, 
en 1828, le libraire Rivoire de Lyon 
publia une nouvelle traduction en 
vers de FArt poetique, par J. B. Pou- 
par, de 1'Academie Royale des Sci- 
ences, Belles-lettres et Arts de Lyon, 
pr^c^d^e de Feloge de Pauteur par 
un Monfieur Dumas. Quelques ama- 
teurs d'Horace qui n'avaient pas laifle 
echapper la traduction de 1 8 1 6, par- 
coururent aufli ce volume. Mais quel 
fut leur etonnement de retrouver dans 
la traduction Poupar, a Texception 
d'une trentaine de vers, la reproduc- 
tion textuelle et litterale de la traduc- 
tion Sy ! Grand ^moi dans les D^- 
partements de la Republique des 
Lettres qui avoifinent le Rhone. Le 
plagiat etait manifefte; mais quel 
&ait le plagiaire ? Le marquis etait 
morten 1 821, Poupar en 1827. L'un 
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avait paru, il eft vrai, douze ans avant 
l'autre ; mais l'autre ^tait public {bus 
le patronage d'une academic qui fe- 
fait imprimer en m&me tems Feloge 
de Tauteur. Un corps favant tout 
entier fcrait-il devenu, foit ignorance, 
foit complicity, le pan^gyrifte, et a 
la fois lediteur refponfable, en quel- 
que forte, d'un plagiaire ? 

La queftion etait ardue. Une fois 
foulevee, on 1'agita vivement. Un 
philologue diftingu^, Antoine Peri- 
caud, cach£ fous le pfeudonyme de 
Launoy 1 , donne le fignal et conflate 
nettement le plagiat. Pendant les 
trois derniers mois de 1828, le jour- 
nal les Archives du Rhone enregiftre 
fix ou fept lettres des deux partis, en 
declarant qu'il en pafle et des meil- 
leures; le Journal du Commerce de

et in, 567. Au refte, il ne dit qu'un mot de 
cette affaire, en accolant au nom de Poupar 
1'epithete de plagiaire. 
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Lyon intervicnt ; lc Precurfeur def- 
cend a ion tour dans Farene. Melee 
gen^rale; les deux camps fedifputent 
la malencontreufe traduction avec au- 
tant d'acharnement que les Grecs et 
les Troyens le corps de Patrocle. On 
veut remonter a la fource, on recher- 
che les moindres details de I'hiftoire 
des deux ouvrages, on deterre, non 
fans peine, les exemplaires oublies du 
marquis, on compulfe, on rapproche, 
on compare. 

Le marquis, qui s'appelait Alex- 
andre — C^far — Annibal, rien que 
cela ! Baron de S tonne, Marquis de 
Sy, &ait un vieil ^migr^, un de ces 
voltigeurs de Louis XIV, comme on 
les nommait alors, complement in- 
con nu a la generation nouvelle. On 
d^couvrit que PArt poetique n'&ait 
pas fon coup d'eflai 1 . Quelques bri- 
bes de fa preface apprirent que, pen-

celui-ci, avec cettefurprenantefacilite 
ui le cara£tirifait % lui avait r^pondu 
ans h^fiter : 






" Et que Tintriguc ei$M om voire ffrritfijiu 
S*ojfre digne d\in Dim, lorfqu\in Dicu la d&oue." 

Delille eut pu, ce me femble, repon- 
dre quelque chofe de mieux. Quoi- 
qu'il en foit, " Voila, difait le mar- 
quis, l'origine de ma traduction." 
Puis, comme s'il pr^voyait ce qui 
devait arriver 28 ans plus tard, il 
ajoutait : " Sept ou huit fe font donne 
le mot pour paraitre depuis, mais 

Rufirty pocme traduit de Claudien, Londres, 
18 1 1, 1 vol. in 12. 
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plufieurs perfonnes \ Londres (qu'il 
me foit pcrmis d'en prendre atfe ici) 
favent que la mienne etait achevee en 
1800." Ce fut la tout ce qu'on put 
favoir fur le marquis de Sy. 

M. Poupar etait plus connu. Ne 
dans les Vofges en 1768, eleve et 
enfuiteprofefleurdu college S tc Barbe, 
M. Poupar etait parti au commence- 
ment de la Revolution, comme pre- 
cepteur du fils d'un negotiant de 
Marfeille etabli a Constantinople. 
II avait vifite la Turquie, PAutriche, 
la Pologne, la Ruflie, la Prufle, tou- 
jours en qualite de pedijfequens puero- 
rum 9 et etait enfin arrive en Angle- 
terre, aufli dans la derniere annee du 
i8 c Siecle. La, fe donnant pour 
emigre, il s'etait aufli occup^ d'une 
traduction de fArt politique ; la, il 
avait aufli connu Tabbe Delille, et 
Pabbe Delille, qui avait donne deux 
vers au marquis de Sy, en avait 
^galement donne deux a M. Poupar. 
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" Comment faire, lui avait dit M. 
Poupar, pour rendre 

Syllaba longa brevi fubje&a vocatur Iambus, 
Pes citus ?" 

Rien de plus fimple, avait repondu 
l'abb& " Vous mettrez. 

Sur deux pitds dont un long que precede un plus court 
D'un pas vif et le*ger le prompt iambe court.** 

II faut avouer que M . Delille a bien 
fait de ne pas traduire VArt poetique. 
II n'eut point, parait-il, aufli bien 
r^uffi avec Horace qu'avec Virgile. 
Un pied, en latin, n'eft point une fyl- 
labe, comme en frar^ais ; e'eft la re- 
union de plufieurs fyllabes ; ces fyl- 
labes ne font pas plus longues ou plus 
courtes, elles font longues ou breves ; 
par confequent Piambe eft un pied, 
pes citus j forme d'une br&ve et (Tune 
longue, et ce pied qui court fur deux 
pieds ne laiffe pas que d'offrir une 
image aflez boufFonne. Le plus cu- 
rieux, e'eft que les deux vers que 
Delille avait donnes a M. Poupar, il 
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les avait audi donnes, parait-il, a M. 
De Sy, et d'autre part,ceux qu'il avait 
donnes a M. De Sy, il les avait egale- 
ment donnes a M. Poupar, car les 
quatre vers fe trouvent textuellement 
les memes dans les deux verfions. 

Cependant, M. Poupar revint en 
France, en 1802. Son fr&re tenait 
un penfionnat a Lyon, il s'aflbcie a 
lui. A la creation de PUniverfit^ 
imperiale, il eft nomme Infpefteur 
et Profefleur de Grec a la faculte des 
lettres de Lyon ; enfin il fucc&de, en 
1 825, a M. Delandine comme biblio- 
th^caire de la ville. Mais M. Poupar 
voulait unir l'honneur au profit; il lui 
fallait etre membre de l'academie de 
fa province. Malheureufement, les 
ftatuts exigeaient que Ton eut publie 
quelque ouvrage, et M. Poupar n'a- 
vait jamais fait imprimer une panfe 
d'a. Que faire ? II fe rappelle alors 
qu'il a en portefeuille une traduction 
manufcrite de VArt poetique. II Tex- 
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hibe. On nomme, pour 1'examiner, 
une commiffion compofee de MM 1 * 
Dugas-Montbel, le favant tradu&eur 
d'Homere, Pimprimeur Ballanche, et 
Berenger, Tauteur des Soirees proven- 
fates que Ton pr&endait voltes par 
lui au marquis de Pezay, comme s'il 
eut fallu abfolument que les nobles 
fuflent alors d^pouilles de toutes fa- 
90ns par les roturiers. Bref, la com- 
miffion approuva la traduction d'Ho- 
race, fit fon rapport le 20 aout 181 1, 
M, Poupar entra a l'academie deux 
ans apres, et fon manufcrit, dcpofe 
dans les archives, y dormit d'un fom- 
meil que perfonne ne fongea a trou- 
bler jufqu'en 1828. 

Le titre de ce manufcrit etait aflez 
fingulier : — 

Art poetique d' Horace traduit en 

vers par M. *** (Poupar, Infpedteur 

de PAcademie de Lyon, et Profefleur 

de Langue grecque). Lalanne fcrip- 

Jit, 1 80 1 1 (fie). 
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D'abord, ce nom de Lalanne fit fup- 
pofer a l'un de ceux qui fe melerent 
de la querelle un troifi&me larron, et 
il attribua Pouvrage ace Lalanne, par- 
faitement ignor^ d'ailleurs. Enfuite, 
on remarqua que les mots entre pa- 
renthefes font ecrits de la main de M. 
Poupar, et que le millefime eft fur- 
charge, qu'il y avait eu d'abord 1 800, 
et que le fecond zero avait ete defi- 
gure de maniere a arriver au chiffre 
faugrenu de 1801 1. Enfin, Ton re- 
connut dans cette copie, pretendu- 
ment faite a Lyon en 1 8 1 1 , Tencre 
de Londres et le filigrane de papier 
anglais. 

M. Poupar etait bibliophile, pref- 
que bibliomane, il avait reuni une 
colledtion aflez curieufe de cifelures, 
ivoires, figurines ; on ayait fon por- 
trait et fon bufte ; U etait, il eft vrai, 
mediocrement inftruit et fort paref- 
feux, mais grand parleur, goguenard, 
gai convive, au demeurant aimable 
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horomc et bien venu dans le monde. 
Auffi, k peine &ait-il mort en 1 827, 
que I' Academic de Lyon prononce 
ion &oge par la bouche d'un de fes 
membres, M. Dumas (quel Dumas?), 
et, pour mieux honorer fa m^moire, 
retire le fameux manufcrit de la poudre 
de fes cartons, et le fait imprimer a 
fes frais ! 

Dans cette affaire, les r^alites in- 
vraifemblables fe multiplient de la 
plus etrange fa9on. 

Preincrement, M. Poupar, non- 
feulement litterateur et bibliophile, 
mais biblioth&aire et int^reffe a la 
chofe, ignore pendant douze ans Pex- 
iftence de Pouvrage de M. De Sy. 
Car enfin, s'il Teut connue, innocent, 
il eut jete les hauts cris ; coup able, il 
eut prudemment retire (on manufcrit 
du dormitorium oil il repofait, et per- 
fonne, fans doute, ne s'en fut aperfu. 

Secondement, aucun des favants 
acad^miciens ne foup9onnait plus que 
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lui la traduction precedente, car ccr- 
tainement alors ils n'euflent point 
publie la fienne, et pourtant Pou- 
vrage de M. De Sy avait et^ cit^, a 
notre connaiflance, par M. Daru, 
dans le preface de fon Horace, edi- 
tion de 18189 par M. Mahul, dans 
YAnnuaire Necrologique de 1821, par 
M. Beuchot, dans le Journal de la Li- 
brairie de 1822, plufieurs fois par M. 
de S. Surin, dans fot\ commentaire 
fur Boileau, et peut-£tre encore par 
d'autres. 

Troifiemement, dansles pailagesou 
les deux verfions prefentent quelques 
leg&res differences, celle du marquis 
De Sy, quoique publi^e la premiere, 
eft generalement preferable a celle 
de M. Poupar. 

Quatri&mement enfin, il fe ren- 
contre dans cette derniere un vers fans 
rime, a la page 43, et quatre vers maf- 
culins de fuite a la page 35, et la dodte 
compagnie qui a pouflH le fcrupule 
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jufqu'& publier les variantes infigni- 
fiantcs qu'elle trouvait dans le manu- 
fcrit, laifle pafler fans la moindre ob- 
fervation ces monftruofit^s que ne 
pr^fente point Edition de 1 8 1 6. 

Que penfez-vous de tout cela, 
mon cher confrere ? 

Vous me direz que vous y voyez 
une nouvelle preuve de l'inconcevable 
llg&rete fran9aife en certaines chofes. 

Soit ; ma is quid juris quant au fond 
meme de la queftion ? 

Dans un pamphlet ou Ton a reuni 

{>resque toutes les pieces du proces, 1 
e colledleur n'a pas conclu. 

Lerefpeftable M. Dugas-Montbel, 
ami de M. Poupar, fuppofe que, ce 
dernier fe trouvant a Londres avecM. 
De Sy, ils auront travaille enfemble a 
cette tradudlion^tqu'enfuitCjChacun 
d'eux, oubliant fon collaborateur, fe

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fera imagine que ToBuvre lui apparte- 
nait exclufivement. Plaifante ima- 
gination !

M. Poupar n'a jamais dit un mot de 
M. de Sy, ni M. de Sy de M. Pou- 
par, et que pendant cinq ans qu'ils 
ont habite la France enfemble, ni 
Tun ni Pautre n'acherche aPinformer 
de fon collaborates.

Inconnu, je le veux bien, de ces Fils 
deg^n^res de Voltaire et de Roufieau, 
qui, oubliant 89 et fes conquetes, ne 
connaiflaient plus de l'hiftoire con- 
temporaine que le recit officiel des 
batailles gagnecs par Napoleon ; mais 
aime, mais venere par les incorrigi- 
bles Fils des Croifis, qui admiraient 
en lui, non le calUgraphe diftingue, 
non le poete facile et fpirituel, 1 mais 
le gentilhomme, le vieil emigre,

II y voit, decrites en vers de 
feu, et la ftupeur des citoyens inti- 
mides 1 , et les manoeuvres honteufes 
de la police, et la terreur produite par 
d'inceflantes vifites domiciliaires, et la 
douleur de la Noblefle Fran9aife 
forcee de quitter la Champagne, au 
moment ou elle fe croyait aufli fure

Sous la main du Mar- 
quis de Sy, la Ch&te de Rufin devient 
un pamphlet politique, une brochure 
de circonftance, que fes amis et lui 
regrettent de nepouvoir fairep&i&rer 
en France, pour montrer aux Fran£ais 
fous fon veritable jour " Le Tyran," 
comme Pexprime M. De Sy, qui les 
^blouit et les enivre de gloire ! 

Au milieu du fucces de fa traduc- 
tion, le Marquis de Sy, qui voulait 
que tous fes ouvrages fuffent places 
fous un haut patronage, fubit de la 
part d'un miniftre, grand homme 
cTEtat, et lui-meme poete diftingue, 
une efpece d'affront dont il fe vengea 
noblement. II avait dedie fa traduc- 
tion au Marquis de Wellefley, qui 
avait accepte cet hommage avec em- 
preflement. Le livre publie,rhomme 
d'Etat Anglais " n'y fit pas la plus 
"petite attention/* et n'accufa pas 
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meme la reception de l'exemplaire 
reli^ et dore fur tranches qui lui avait

Je regrette de ne pouvoir comparer cette tra- 
duction avec celle qui parut anonjrmement a 
Bouillon, en 1780, et que Barbitr et £>uirard 
attribuent au fougueux reVolutionnaire Ronsin, 
qui continua a cultiver la litteraturetouten orga- 
nifant la terreur, en Province, de conceit avec 
Collotd*Herbois. II eut ete curieux de verifier 
fi le noble emigre a fait, dans l'ex3, quelques 
emprunts a l'oeuvre du sanguinaire Jacobin qui 
conduifit la Reine de France a l'echafaud. 

La vieille traduction Anglaife de Jabtx, 
Hughes, publiee par (a ftrur dans les Mifcel- 
lanies in Verfe and Profe (Lond. 1737, in 8°), 
eft d'une touche aflez vigoureufe, bien que quel- 
ques vers foient pi u tot une paraphrafe, qu'une 
traduction fidele. EUe me paralt cependant fu- 
perieure a toutes celles qui ont ete tentees depuis, 
(bit par M. A. Hawkins^ dans fa traduction des 
oeuvres completes de Claudien (Lond. 1817), 
(bit par l'honorable et Reverend M. Howard 
(Murray, 1823) ; ce dernier reproche de 1'exa- 
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gcrarion poetique a Claudien, qui n'etait pas,dit- 
fl, aflez faible pour devenir ferieufement A thee, 

Krceque l'ennemi de fon patron etait Premier 
iniftre. Claudien, ajoute-t-il, a voulu etre 
(evere, et n'a cte qu'extravagant ! 

II n'eft pas fans interet de rapprocher les vers 
de M. J. Hughes, Tami de Pope, de la traduc- 
tion de M. De Sy.

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Ungues ; mais ie n*ai trouve dans aucun, pas 
m£me dans le plus moderne, le point de vue que 
j'indique a votre attention. 

Dans (a Pbilojopbie de PExil, opufcule tire 
1 un petit nombre d'exemplaires, et imprime, 

en 1833, avcc un * uxc P* cul ^ e coquetterie, 
le Baron a*Haufliz, ancien Miniftre de la 
Marine de Charles X, n'a point cherche a 
fe confoler de Ton propre malheur, en jetant un 
coup-d'oeil fur les travaux de ceux qui l'avaient 
precede dans l'exil. Son premier foin eft de 
juger le pays dont il accepte l'hofpitalit£ a 
contre-coeur. * c J'avais, " dit-il, ic detnande a 
44 1* Angleterre un afile que, par choix, j'aurais 
"6e chercher ailleurs." Que d'exiles ont 
ainfi malmene le pays qui leur fauait accueil ! 
Quelques-uns en ont pr6dit la mine et la deca- 
dence, apres en avoir a peine touche le fol.

Peu d'ecrivains ont evite 
cet ecueil. Le bon Plutarque^ dans Ton traite 
del* Exit, pleind'ailleursd'une excellente morale, 
n'eft pas tout-a-fait exempt de ce defaut. 

Pierre AlcyoniusJ avec fa periode cicero- 
nienne empruntee ou volee, ne parvient point a 
diffimuler le vide du fond (bus l'elegance de la 
forme : cette longue declamation, trop admiree 
d'abord, trop oubliee depuis, reproduit tous les 
arguments furannes pour etablir qu'on exagere le 
malheur de l'exil, et que fe voir reduit a vivre 
loin du fol de la patrie, a etre prive des honneurs 
auxquels on a droit de pretendre, et a manquer 
du neceiTaire chez les etrangers, n'eft pas au 
fond un (1 grand mal qu'on l'imagine.

Giannone. Mais il y a, dans tous ces ecrits, fort 
peu d'elements pour le travail que je vous pro- 
pofe. Vous ne feriez guere plus heureux en 
confultant les Biographes depuis la renaiflance 
des lettres. 

Les Boerncrf les Hodius? les Valerianus^ les 
TolliuSy les nombreux philologues Allemands, 
Beiges et Hollandais qui fe font fait les Hiftoriens 
des infortunes des gens de lettres, n'ont jamais 
fonge a examiner quelle a ete ^influence de 
l'Exil fur leurs ecrits. Bayle? qui a tout en-

J'avais cfpere recueillir quelques details a cc 
fujetdansl'ouvrage du celebre^bjfitf Gruterus, 
intitule Bibliotheca Exulum. Nul mieux que 
lui n'efit pu nous donner d'intereflantes Notices 
furies exiles du Seizieme Steele. Ne a An vers, 
ills d'un pere qui, Bourgmeftre de cette ville, et 
plus tard collegue de Philippe Marnix de Sainte 
Aldegonde, avait protefte contre la tyrannie de 
Philippe II, figne la fameufe Requete prefcnteSe 
i la DuchefTe de Parme, et pave de l'exil fon 
courage et fon devourment, Janus Gruterus 
Petait refugie avec fes parents a Norwich, 
qu'habitait fens doute la famille de (a mere, 
Catherine Tijhem^ Anglaife de naiflance, et 
douee .des connaifTances les plus etendues. 
Gruterus etait en relation intime avec tous les 
profcrits pour caufe de religion, et aurait pu fc 

" enorme et de la plus furieufe calomnie dans plufieurs 

" de vos livres Vous avez repandu en tous les en- 

" droits du monde toutes fortes d 'infamies contre leurs 
11 Majeftls Britanniques, vous les avez perfecutees jufques 
" dans cet afyle facre" que la France leur a fourni. . . . , 
" au lieu de prendre occafion de leur chute, d'adorer plus 
" refpe&ueufement dans leur perfonne les ordres de la 
" Providence, qui permet qu'il i 'elevc des tempetes parrai 
" les peuples, pour des raifons toujours dignes de fa fa- 
" gene infinie, et fouvent moins favorables a ceuz qui 
" font Sieves fur le trone par ces furieux tourbillons, 
" qu'a ceux qui en font renverfes." Avis aux Refugies, 
p. 564, t. II. des (Ewures diver/is. 
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faire l'hiftorien de la vie et des cents de ccs 
hommes fi violemment periecutes. Au lieu 
d'un livre qu'on lirait encore avec tout l'interet 
qui Pattache a cette grande epoque, il accumule 
un fatras indigefte de maximes et de penfees, 
ecrites dans un latin barbare et fouvent inin- 
telligible. Puifqu'il voulait refter Moralifte, 
que n'ecrivait-il un bon traite fur La Morale de 
PExilj tra^ant les regies de ce que l'Exile fe doit 
a lui-meme, de ce qu'il doit au pays qui lui 
donne afile, et a la Patrie qui le profcrit? 
Aujourd'hui meme un pareil livre aurait (on 
utilite pratique. C'eft une lacune qu'un efprit 
ferieux et fage devrait bien remplir. Mais 
aujourd'hui, comme au temps de Bayle, des Avis 
aux Refugies ne fe donneraient peut-etre pas im- 
punement. Bayle paya les fiens du repos de fa 
vie. Gruterus cara&erife lui-meme fon ramaffis 
de la maniere fuivante : " In fumma, Lector, 
ubicumqueprojeceris hamum tuum inde etiam 
illico extrahes pifcem minime expeftatum." 1 
J'ai peche, dans fon chapitre fur 1 Exil, quel- 
ques unes des moins mauvaifes de fes maximes :
